A. Aregular cubit is 1.5 feet. We find this by reading Daniel 3:1. The image was 60 cubits tall. 
The margin says 90 feet (also referred to in SL 36, 37.) That comes out to be 1.5 feet or 18 
inches. Ezekiel 43:13 states that the sanctuary cubit is a cubit and a hand’s breadth, which 
would be about 22 inches. That figures out to be about 1.8 feet. With that in mind we see 
that the sanctuary cubit is a special cubit. PP 347 states that the tabernacle itself was eighteen 
feet tall and eighteen feet wide. The tabernacle boards were each 10 cubits high. See Ex. 
26:16. That figures out to be 1.8 feet, also. Using 1.8 feet as the factor for figuring, we soon 
learn that the closest tents were a little over two-thirds of a mile from the sanctuary on each 


side.

B. The Hebrew spelling for “Reuben” comes from the imperative form of the word and has 
many meanings. Among these we find such definitions as “young bullock, young calf, 
servant born.” Strong’s Concordance, #7205 to #1 121, Hebrew. We find that Reuben lost his 
birthright and became a servant to Judah. See 1 Chron. 5:1. Also, we find his tribe to be 
among the first to be carried into the service of captivity. PP 235. In the sacrificial system 
of type, a calf was often one of the sacrifices for sin. See Lev. 9:2, 3, 8. 


C. The very name, “Mark,” shows that it means servant. See SDA Bible Dictionary, p. 685. 
Mark tells about what Jesus did for the people (service) and at least one-third of that 
gospel (Mark 11-15) is about Jesus’ closing ministry and events leading up to His crucifixion, 
death, and resurrection (sacrifice). See SDA Bible Dictionary, p. 685, 686.

The very word, “Numbers,” reveals to us that this book must be about numbering. 
Chapter one is the census of Israel. The rest of the chapters are about the orderly 
arrangement of the camps, the numbering of the tribes, the numbering and duties of the 
Levites, and how Christ guided Israel along a certain route in the pillar of cloud. 

In his book, Luke tells more details about the physical (human) aspect of Jesus 
than any of the other gospel writers. He begins with the circumstances surrounding 
the birth of John the Baptist (1:5-25, 57-80). He tells about the announcement of Jesus’ 
birth to Mary and Mary’s visit to Elizabeth (1:26-56). Chapter two goes into the birth 
of Jesus and the announcement to the shepherds (2:1-20). The remainder of chapter 
two gives information about His circumcision, His presentation at the temple (2:21- 
38), His first Passover visit (2:40-50), and a little about His youth and manhood (2:51, 
52). Chapter four tells of His being rejected in Nazareth (4:16-20). From there on we 


learn of His ministry in Samaria and Berea (9:51-19:10). Events of His post resurrection 


are given in chapter 24. Through this we see how Jesus is our guide and example in all 
things. SDA Bible Dictionary, p. 666 


The word, “Deuteronomy,” means second law. The book’s purpose is to inspire an 
intellectual loyalty to God. Throughout the book, great stress is put on worship to one 
divine Being. See SDA Bible Dictionary, p. 267. 

The very name, “John,” means the same as “Jesus”—self existent, eternal. How fitting 
to have John write this gospel. Throughout John’s gospel, he uses incidents from Jesus’ 
life and ministry to prove that He is the divine Son of God, the Messiah of the Old 
Testament prophets. See SDA Bible Dictionary, p. 591.

Some Interesting Symbolism 


The sacrificial animal was brought to the 
courtyard. It and the repentant sinner were 
led past the south end of the altar and laver to 
the area of sacrifice just north of the median 
line before the veil. The confession was made 
and the animal was slain. Then it was burned 
on the altar. The sinner went free. 


The priest who took the blood (or would 
eat a piece of the flesh), must wash at the laver 
before he went into the holy place. 


If the priest did not wash, it showed a 
rejection of Jesus. It meant death for the priest. 


Repentance and confession comes before 
forgiveness. 


Jesus receives our sins. He died for them in 
place of our death penalty. We are forgiven. 
We go free. 1 Jn. 1:9; Acts 2:38 


At the cross Jesus was delivered for our 
sins. 


Jesus was buried and resurrected— a new 
life symbolized by the laver—a washing away 
of sin—symbolized by baptism. 

See Appendix E. 


Now the sinner is justified. Jesus’ 
righteousness is imputed (put on) him. 
Rom. 4:24, 25 


From Jesus’ side came blood and water— 
symbolic of sacrifice and cleansing. Jn. 19:34 


Rejection of baptism means death for us.

Our robe of righteousness has been purchased at infinite cost. It is given to us without 
money. It is priceless. Isa. 52:3. The robe is made white with Jesus’ blood. The blood of 
Jesus cleans the body from the disease of sin. 


When the tribes were numbered, every man twenty years old or more was to give 
a half shekel as an offering to the Lord. It was ransom money to be given to make an 
atonement for their souls. Ex. 30:12-15. It was redemption money. Strong’s Concordance 
#3724, Hebrew for “ransom.” The rich and poor gave the same amount (verse 15). It 
was not a freewill offering, but was required so no plague would come among them 
(verse 12). It was a test of obedience—for silver was a symbol of obedience (PK 410). 
Even Jesus paid it. Mat. 17:24-27. 

The pillar sockets, overlaid pillar tops, hooks, and connecting rods were all made 
from the silver shekel given for the service of the tabernacle. Ex. 30:16. 

The sincere person looked up the brass pillar (symbol of endurance and victory) to 
the silver top (symbol of redemption). 


The curtains of the gate were made of costly material and beautiful workmanship. 
They were not as superior as those inside the sanctuary (PP 347:3). Those inside the 
sanctuary were of the most gorgeous colors (blue, purple, scarlet) which always 
reminded the people of Jesus’ work and character. With threads of gold and silver, 
cherubim were embroidered on them. This represented the host of angels who are 
connected with the work of the heavenly sanctuary and are ministering spirits to God’s 
people on earth. PP 347:2; Heb. 1:14. 

One writer notes that the gate was an exquisite, durable work of tapestry that reflected 
the colors of the rainbow when the sun was upon it. Path to the Throne of God, p. 40. 

The gold used for embroidery was made from gold beat into thin plates and cut into 
thin wires fine enough to be used in weaving. Ex. 39:3. Beating the gold is significant in 
that it represents the fiery trials of suffering Jesus endured in place of us. Isa, 53:4, 5; Heb. 
2:10. The faithful followers of Jesus will have to endure the same. 

Another writer has an interesting concept to share with us about the making of the 
gold threads. Bezaleel “was told to beat the gold into plates and then to cut them into 
strips with shears. These narrow strips he was to solder end to end, and so make a wire. 
Now why did he do that? Gold represents faith. Does faith develop consistently without 
a break? No, it does not! It grows a little while and then there is a break, and it grows a 
little while more and there is another break. That is what Bezaleel was taught. The 
development by faith is progressive and spasmodic, and linked by dark experiences. 
Shadows of His Sanctuary, p. 24.

The brass covered horns symbolize several things. Power is one. In Daniel 8:4-9 we 
see a ram that loses its horn—thus losing its power. Also we see a goat witha notable horn 
that is divided into four horns—out of which comes a little horn which waxed exceedingly 
great. We also see the term “power” in Habakkuk 3:3, 4, where it speaks of “horns coming 
out of his (Christ’s) hand: and there the hiding of His power.” Lamentations 2:3 speaks of 
the cutting of the horn of Israel—cutting off its power; and in verse 17 the Lord has set up 
the horn of the adversaries—set up their power over Israel. The horns also symbolize 
strength. In Deuteronomy 33:13, 17 we see the tribe of Joseph spoken of as having horns 
that push the people together. Here we see strength and power. 

Among several definitions found in Strong’s Concordance is the word “Power,” also “ray.” 
The bright rays or beams (see Hab. 3:3, 4, margin) of the gospel pointed toward the four 
compass directions of the earth. Mat. 28:19, 20. John wrote that the gospel was to go to every 
kindred, nation, and people, Rev. 14:6. All Jesus’ faithful followers will have continual strength 
and power by holding onto the rays of salvation provided by Jesus’ sacrifice. 

The horns were touched morning and evening with the blood of the sacrifice. Since the 


blood and the horns are together we see our strength is in the blood of our Substitute for the 


day. We must come often to the foot of the cross. Our sins are at last laid upon the mercy seat, 
but the first step is to come to the altar (cross). We must come to Jesus. Luke 1:69. 


The laver symbolizes baptism in the Christian’s experience. Burial in the water 
corresponds to the burial of Jesus. Rising out of the water corresponds to Jesus’ resurrection. 

As a result of sin there are exceptions to God’s plan for baptism. The thief on the cross 
was not baptized. There are others who are like this. Luke 23:39-43. Yet they will be in God’s 
Kingdom. Jesus Himself will lead them under the Tree of Life and along the River of Life and 
teach them those things which they did not have the opportunity to learn here on earth. 

Another symbolism of the laver is the washing of the feet. Jesus Himself instituted 
this important service in place of the laver. When we sin and confess in our daily walk of 
life we do not need to be baptized again. We only need to renew our commitment by 
washing the feet. Jesus showed the need of this when He wanted to wash Peter’s feet. 
Peter’s refusal shows his rejection of Jesus. He refused the higher cleansing included in 
the lower. DA 646; Jn 13:8. At the laver, if the priest failed to wash before entering into any 
service for the Lord, it meant death. Rejecting these services means death to the sinner. 


Justification is in the courtyard. It begins as the sinner confesses his sins upon the 
lamb or other sacrificial animal. See Lev. chapters 1-6. The lamb symbolizes Jesus. The 
lamb (Jesus) suffers the penalty while the sinner goes free. At the altar the lamb is consumed. 
The past sins are forgiven. 

Jesus not only forgives sins but He cleanses the sinner from all unrighteousness. This 
cleansing is symbolized at the laver. The sins were washed (laved) away. Then the 
righteousness of Jesus is imputed (put on) to the new man. The new man is accounted 
justified. Rom. 4:24, 25.

The higher the position of responsibility, 
the more costly of an animal was brought.

The repentant sinner brought the sin 
offering through the courtyard gate, past the 
south side of the altar and laver, and to the 
spot of sacrifice, before the door of the 
sanctuary — just a little north of the median 
line. Lev. 4:4 


The repentant sinner laid his hands upon 
the head of the sacrifice and silently confessed 
his sins. Thus his sins were transferred to the 
innocent victim. (See Strong’s Concordance, 
#5564, Hebrew.) We get the idea from the word 
“lay” that the repentant sinner laid his whole 
body weight upon the sacrificial animal (thus 
nearly crushing the very life out of the 
creature). Lev. 4:4, 15, 24, 29 


If the congregation sinned, the elders of 
the congregation laid hands upon the head of 
the sacrificial victim. Lev. 4:15 


The repentant sinner then killed the 
victim with his own hands, or the elders killed 
it when the congregation sinned.

Next the blood was taken by the high 
priest into the sanctuary. He dipped his fingers 
into the bowl which contained the blood and 
“sprinkled it seven times before the Lord, even 
before the veil.”

The sinner laid his 
whole weight upon the victim, thus 
nearly crushing the very life out of the 
animal. 


The victim was killed before the Lord. 
Then the priests, Aaron’s sons, sprinkled “the 
blood round about upon” the brazen altar.

The blood was used only after death 
had taken place. It made the atonement 
for the offerer. 


Aaron was then to flay the sacrifice. 
Webster defines “flay” — to cut off or 
strip off the hide or skin as by 
whipping.

We are sanctified through the offering of 
the body of Jesus once and for all.

Summary: The burnt-offerings were a type of the complete dedication Jesus made of His life 

for us. They were also a type of the complete dedication we are to make of our lives for Him.

Fire, water, and blood were the three elements used to show acceptance of the offering. 

The fire represented both the presence of God and the Holy Spirit. God shall cleanse His 
people by the “spirit of burning.” He consumes or purges with the fire of His presence. 

Mal. 3:2, 3; Isa. 4:4; Heb. 12:29; Lev. 9:24 

Water represents baptism by immersion into water, baptism by the Word, and baptism 

by the Holy Spirit. Eph. 5:25, 26; Titus 3:5, 6; Acts 22:16; 19:4, 5 

The blood was the vital, important element. In the blood is the life. It is the shedding of 

blood that makes atonement for the soul. Jesus did that. Lev. 17:11; Rom. 5:11 
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THE MEAT-OFFERING 
AND 
DRINK-OFFERING 


“And when any will offer a meat-offering unto the Lord, his offering 
shall be of fine flour; and he shall pour oil upon it, and put frankincense 
thereon.” 


Leviticus 2:1 


The meat-offering and the drink-offering were offered in connection with all burnt-offerings 
every morning and every evening. It was not offered with the sin-offering or trespass-offerings. 


TYPE 


The meat-offering was a “minchah” (a 
gift to another). It was really a meal-offering. 
Lev. 2:1, 3-6 (margin) 


It consisted of vegetable products. 
1. Ahandful of flour — ground fine with 
all coarse particles taken out. 
Lev. 2:1, 4,5, 7 


2. Oil was either added or poured upon 
it. Lev. 2:1, 4, 5, 7 


3. Frankincense was added. Lev. 2:1 


Lev. 4:6; Num. 15:2-12; 28:3-8

Jesus was a gift to the world. He is the 
bread (made of meal) of life. 
John 3:16; 6:27, 33, 35, 48, 51 


Jesus was bruised and crushed for us that 
we might not have to pay the penalty of sin.

The faithful followers of Jesus will also 
be bruised and crushed to be of any value to 
mankind.

The fine flour also symbolizes man’s life 
work and improved talents consecrated to 
God.

Oil also symbolizes the righteousness of 
Jesus, which is His character.

With this oil we are to constantly be 

supplied so we may give it to the church and

Incense was an emblem of Jesus’ perfect 
character, His perfect righteousness, His 
merits, and intercession imputed (given) to the 
sinner. DA 439; PP 353 

Praise to God, confession of sin, a godly 
life, prayer, offerings, and the religious 
services of God’s people all ascend as incense 
to God. Ps. 141:2; 2SM 272; DA 73;

4. Salt was added to every offering. 
Lev. 2:13 


5. No leaven or honey was added because 
neither was to come upon the altar.

The meal offering was presented in 
several ways. Heat was also applied to it in 
several ways to make the offering acceptable. 


1. At times it was only a handful of flour 
with oil poured on it and frankincense 
put on it. Lev. 2:1 


2. At other times it was prepared as an 
unleavened cake of fine flour mingled 
with oil, baked in an oven, or 
unleavened wafers anointed with oil. 

Lev. 2:4 


3. It could be made on a griddle or fire 
pan — from fine flour mingled with oil, 
broke in pieces, and oil poured over 
them. Lev. 2:5, 6

Salt is the binding sign of a covenant.

Salt preserves. We all must have the 
Saving, preserving salt (which is the 
righteousness of Jesus) within us. 

It is a symbol of the preserving, keeping 
power of God. If we have salt in ourselves, 
we have a peaceful influence in the world. 

Mk. 9:50; Col. 4:6 

“Everyone shall be salted with fire and 
every sacrifice be salted with salt.” Mk. 9:49 

We are to be purified (cleansed from sin) 
and preserved (kept pure) by salt. DA 439 


Leaven is a symbol of sin, hypocrisy, 
malice, and wickedness. Lk.12:1;1 Cor. 5:8 
Honey is associated with souring and 
fermentation. It suggests the sweets of life, its 
pleasures for self, material and worldly joys. 


The offering was to remind people that 
God sustains all life. Thus we are dependent

Provision was made for all classes of 
people. 


All offerings were equally acceptable. 


The wealthy class baked their meat- 
offering in an oven. 


The persons in moderate circumstances 
baked theirs in a fire plate or griddle. 


4. It could be made in a frying pan — 
made from fine flour mingled with oil. 
Lev. 2:7 


The meat-offering of first fruits was 
“green ears of corn dried by the fire, even corn 
beaten out of full ears.” Lev. 2:14-16 

Strong’s Concordance, “corn,” #7054, 
Hebrew—a stalk of grain. 


The meat-offering was “a thing most holy 
of the offerings of the Lord made by fire.” 
Ley. £l- 


It was “a sweet savour unto the Lord.” 
Lev. 2:2 


The poor person baked his in the frying pan. 


(See Lev. 2:4-8 in various Bible margins, 
and Strong’s Concordance for “cake,” “wafer,” 
“oven,” “pan,” “frying pan.”) 


The stalk of grain is a figure of Christ. 
Jn. 12:23, 24. 
The ears, dried by the fire, represented 
Jesus as He felt the consuming fire of God. 
See Appendix K. 
Beaten grain is a symbol of Jesus who was 
bruised for us. Isa. 53:5 


“Present your bodies a living sacrifice, 
holy, acceptable unto God.” Rom. 12:1 


When God’s people make sacrifices for 
Him, it is “an odor of a sweet smell, . . . well 
pleasing to God.” Phil. 4:18 


Pan Bread — Griddle Cake — Frying Pan Bread 


Try making your own “meal-offering cake” using one of the three methods God directed the 
people to use (cakes baked in the oven, browned on a griddle, or fried in a frying pan). 


1/2 cup flour (whole grain) 
1/8 tsp. salt 

1 Tbsp. oil (try olive oil) 

4 Tbsp. cold water 


This oven is a great stone pitcher. A 
fire is made in the bottom among 
small flints which retain heat. A pan 
of dough will bake quickly on the 
flints. Sometimes the dough is rolled 
out very thin and stuck on the out- 
side of the heated pitcher where it is 
instantly baked through. 


The “pan” was a thin flat piece of 
iron on which bread could be 
quickly baked as on our griddles. 


Mix all together in order given. Knead until pastry forms 
a ball. Chill well in refrigerator before rolling out on a lightly 
floured board. If using the oven method: Cut dough into 
squares. Place on baking pan or baking sheet. Prick the squares 
in several places with a fork and quick-brown in a 425° oven 
about 10 minutes. If using a griddle or frying pan: place cut 
squares on hot (very lightly greased) pan. Experiment with 
temperatures and non-greased surfaces.

The “frying pan” was a deep 
vessel of iron used for boiling 
meat, and which could also be 
used for baking bread.

Summary: The meal-offering (All that I have is the Lord’s) always accompanied the burnt- 
offering (All that I am is the Lord’s). Both went together because the dedication of the life and 
possessions go together. The drink-offering (I am willing to pour out my life in service for the 
Lord) was added to the other two. When we give a meal-offering it includes more than our 
money. It includes our time, our talents, and life work. God is the rightful owner of all these 
things. Such talents as art, music, speech, leadership, manual skills, efficiency, etc. and lifework 
should be improved upon and used wisely. When treated as such, these can be of highest 
service to man—thus serving God. 
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THE TRESPASS- 
OFFERING 
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“If a soul commit a trespass. . . . he shall bring his trespass offering 
unto the Lord, a ram without blemish out of the flock, with thy 
estimation, for a trespass offering, unto the priest: and the priest shall 
make an atonement for him before the Lord: and it shall be forgiven 
him for any thing of all that he hath done in trespassing therein. 

Leviticus 5:15; 6:6, 7 
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The trespass-offerings were different from sin offerings in that they included offerings 
for sins of ignorance “in the holy things of God” as recorded in the fifth chapter of Leviticus, 
and deliberate sins against another man as recorded in the sixth chapter of Leviticus. They 
required a ram plus restoration of what had been taken plus one-fifth of the value of the 


property in question. 


There were two types of offense: 
1. A trespass “in the holy things of 
God.” Lev. 5:15 


2. A trespass against another man, 
which is considered to be a trespass 
against God, also. 


Lev. 6:2 


Here a person takes for his own use 
anything that belongs to God—first fruits, 
tithes, etc. 

Even if it is through carelessness, want 
of faithfulness, oversight, or ignorance, the 
sinner is to bring a ram as a sin offering. 

An equal value of silver shekels plus one- 
fifth of the value was to be brought to make 
amends and restitution. 

The priest was then to make atonement for 
the sinner. He then was forgiven. Lev. 5:15-19 


Here a man sins against one of his 
fellowmen, especially in regard to property. 
These things include: 

a. questionable business transactions 

b. misrepresentation of values 

c. giving wrong impressions for selfish 

motives 

d. crookedness 

e. sharp deals to the disadvantage of the 

poor 

f. overworking the needy for a profit 

g. extra high charges of all kinds 

h. extra high interest on money loans 

i. dishonest work for wages received 

j. taking advantage of the misfortunes of 
others 

k. demanding more than what is fair for 

services rendered 
The offender was to restore an equal amount 
plus one-fifth of the value to his fellowman. 
Also, he was to bring a ram as a trespass 
offering to God. Lev. 6:2-7 


TYPE 


When the sinner committed a trespass 
against his fellowman, thus sinning against 
God, he was to first confess the sin. 

Num. 5:6, 7 


Second, the sinner was to restore or return 
to the owner the total value of it plus one-fifth 
of that value. Lev. 6:4, 5; Num. 5:7 

The restitution had to come first. 
Without the restitution the sacrifice was 
of no value. 


Third, the sinner was to bring a ram as a 
sacrifice to God. The priest was then to use the 
ram as a sacrifice to make an atonement before 
the Lord. Then the sinner was forgiven for any 
things wherein he had trespassed. A bit of the 
flesh was to be eaten by the priests in the holy 
place. Lev. 5:15, 18; 6:6, 7, 26; Num. 5:8 


If the repentant sinner could not make 
restitution to his fellowman (because that 
person was dead) he was to make restitution 
to the nearest kinsman. If there was no 
kinsman to whom he could make restitution, 
he was to make it to the Lord, even to the 
priest. Num. 5:7, 8 


The ram, as an offering, was treated much 
the same as the ordinary sin-offering, except 
that the blood was sprinkled “round about the 
altar” instead of touching the horns with the 
blood as in the sin-offering. 

Lev. 4:7, 18, 25, 30 (sin-offering) 
Lev. 7:1, 2 (trespass-offering)

We are to return or restore unto God or 
our fellowman that which we have robbed 
him of.

Jesus was the ram. He gave His life for 
an atonement for our sins. Jn. 1:29 

“If we confess our sins, He is faithful and- 
just to forgive us our sins and cleanse us from 
all unrighteousness.” 1 Jn. 1:9 

Jesus was both sacrifice and priest. He not 
only died as the sacrifice for sin on our behalf, 
but He bore our sins in His body.

If we cannot make restitution to our 
fellowmen, we are to make restitution by 
giving to the Lord’s work. 


Sprinkling the blood illustrates the 
thoroughness of the work that must be made 
for the repenting sinner. Jesus did a thorough 
work of redemption. He died once and for all. 

Isa. 52:14, 15; Heb. 10:10 


Summary: Jesus (the ram) not only died for the sins of the sinner (us); He made restitution 
that we might be restored unto the Father, removing forever the last trace of sin from the 


universe of God. He was the great antitypical trespass offering.

OFFERING 
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“And thus is the law of the sacrifice of peace-offerings, which he 
shall offer unto the Lord. If he offer it for a thanksgiving, then he 


shall... . But if the sacrifice of his offering be a vow, or a voluntary 
offering, it shall be... .” 


Leviticus 7:11, 12, 16 
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The whole world is hunting for peace. But peace cannot be obtained by war, peace treaties, 
worldly popularity, or riches. The only real peace we can obtain is that which Jesus gives. Jn. 14:27

The burnt-offering came before the peace-offering. Lev. 1, 2, and 3. This shows us that to dedicate 
our whole life to Jesus and be accepted by Him comes before we can receive peace in our lives.

It was to 
be without blemish. Lev. ch. 3; 22:21

It was an offering of thanksgiving; an 
offering to make of surety a vow or contract; 
a voluntary offering. If it was for a vow, the 
vow could not be broken. Lev. 7:11, 12, 16 


When the man brought the peace- 
offering, he laid his hands upon the animal 
and then killed it. The fat was separated from 
the offering and given to the priest that he 
might burn it upon the altar. It was always 
the Lord’s share of the offering. (Fat was a 
symbol of sin and was to be given to the Lord 
to consume.) 

Lev. 7:29-34; 3:11; Ps. 37:20; PP 576 


The shoulder was the priest’s portion of 
the offering. It was a heave-offering—meaning 
it was a gift, tribute, or present. 

Strong's Concordance, #8641, Hebrew; Lev. 7:32 


Jesus had no sin in Him. 
1 Fet. 1:19: 1 In. 3:5 


We are to be thankful for specific instances 
of deliverance, for specific blessings bestowed 
upon us, or for mercies received. Weare to give 
from an overflowing heart. The righteous man 
will keep to that which he has promised. He will 
be dependable. He will not “forget” to pay his 
bills or even to be slack concerning them. Thus 
he will be counted honest in the sight of heaven.

We are to examine ourselves. . .prove 
ourselves, because real peace is obtained only 
by giving all our sins to Jesus and letting Him 
live within us. He purchased us that our sins 
might be destroyed.

The Holy Spirit is the consuming fire that 
consumes the sin within us.

If it was 
for a vow or voluntary offering, it was to be 
eaten on the first or second day. Whatever was 
left over to the third day was to be burnt with 
fire. It was an abomination to him who ate it on 
the third day and his soul would bear the 
iniquity. Lev. 7:15-18

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All who had contact with the dead in any form were defiled and needed to be cleansed. 
The sacrifice of the red heifer and the rituals connected with it covered all cases of “death” 
defilement. The following were considered death defilements: touching a dead body, coming 
into a tent where a man died, touching one slain with a sword, touching a bone of a dead 


man, touching a grave, or touching open vessels without a cover. Num. 19:13-16

Ared heifer was brought for the sacrifice.

(The Jews say that if an heifer had two

It was never to have had a yoke upon it. 
It had always been free, never forced to do 
anything. Num. 19:2 


The heifer was to be brought to the high 
priest, and he was to take her without the 
camp. She was taken to a rough, rocky, 
worthless valley without the camp—a place 
that had never been cultivated or sown. 

See Appendix P; Num. 19:3; Deut. 21:4 


The elders came forward to slay her 
before the high priest’s face. Num. 19:3 
(This was a most unpleasant, even 
harrowing experience to see and hear.) 
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Red symbolized the blood of Jesus. “The 
life of the flesh is in the blood.” Lev. 17:11 
“In Him was life,” and His life was being 
laid down for every man. Jn. 1:4 


Jesus “knew no sin.” He never disobeyed 
the law of God. Jn. 15:10; 2 Cor. 5:21; 1 Jn. 3:5 


Jesus came of His own free will and died 
for us. He came as a voluntary offering from 
choice. In. 216: PP 63 

Jesus was above the law. No yoke was upon 
Him. No obligation was upon Him. He came 
freely, because He could say, “I delight to do Thy 
will, O My God. Yea, Thy law is within My 
heart.” Jesus said we were to yoke with Him. 

The yoke that binds to serve is the law. 

Ps. 40:8; 4T 120, 121 


Jesus suffered, not for the Jews alone, but 

for all nations, tribes, and people. Jn. 10:16 
Jesus suffered outside the gates of 
Jerusalem. Heb. 13:12, 13 
All, no matter how poor, forlorn, or 
discouraged, are worthy of Jesus’ shed blood.

Jesus’ suffering on the cross was a most 
harrowing experience for those at the foot of 
the cross to watch. Even the angels veiled their 
faces. Darkness enshrouded the cross for three 
hours while God hid the suffering of His Son 
from the eyes of mankind.

While the fire was burning, the priest was 
to take cedar wood, hyssop, and scarlet and 
cast it in unto the burning heifer. Num. 19:6 

The cedar came from a royal and lofty 
tree. It was noted for its durability. 


Hyssop is an aromatic, fragrant, blue- 
flowered plant with a warm pungent 
taste. It is in the mint family.

Seven times is a symbol of complete 
restoration, and the thoroughness of the work 
that Jesus accomplished for us. 

The repentant sinner must thoroughly be 
consecrated. Not only are our own souls to be 
washed clean and pure, but we are to strive 
to have our family, domestic arrangements, 
property, and entire belongings consecrated 
to God. See Appendix Q; 4T 122 


Burning the complete body to ashes was 

a symbol of a whole and ample sacrifice. The 

earth is “reserved unto fire against the day of 
judgment and perdition of ungodly men.” 

2 Pet. 3:7 


Cedar is a symbol of strength. Also, itis a 
symbol of decay-resisting royalty. It points to 
Jesus, who suffered no corruption. Ps. 16:10 


Blue is symbolic of the law (Jesus’ 
character). It is His character in us that keeps 
us from sinning. Num. 15:37-41; Heb. 10:16 

Hyssop is a meek and lowly plant, 
symbolizing the meekness and lowliness 
(humility) of Jesus. Mat. 11:29 

It symbolizes purification (purging) by 
the Holy Spirit that brings true humility to our 
lives.

The priest was to bathe and wash his 
clothing before he came into the camp. He still 
remained unclean until evening. Num. 19:7 


Next, a person who had not been 
contaminated by touching the dead gathered 
up the ashes and placed them in a clean place 
where they were kept to be used for purifying 
those who touched the dead. Num. 19:9,10 


When this happened, some of the ashes 
were placed in pure running water. A person 
who had not touched the dead dipped a cedar 
stick with scarlet cloth and a bunch of hyssop 
into the ashes and water. They sprinkled the 
tent, the articles within the tent, and the 
people. This was repeated seven times until 
all were purified. Num. 19:17-19

The scarlet thread is a symbol of the 
crimson current of Jesus’ blood that flowed to 
reconcile us to God. Rom. 5:8-11 


Thus, Jesus, in His own spotless 
righteousness, after shedding His precious 
blood, entered into the holy place to cleanse 
the sanctuary. And there the crimson current 
is brought into the service of reconciling God 
to man. 4T 122 

The cedar and hyssop used to sprinkle 
the purifying water symbolized that the 
person upon whom it fell was cleaned from 
all earthly moral defilement. 

Seven times showed the thoroughness of 
the work of forgiveness. Ps, 51:7 

“But ye are washed, but ye are sanctified, 
but ye are justified in the name of the Lord 
Jesus.” 1 Cor. 6:11 

We are to have our hearts sprinkled from 
an evil conscience, and our bodies washed 
with pure water. Heb. 10:22 


Summary: The offering of the red heifer was to impress the people of the terrible nature of 
sin. Death came in consequence of sin and therefore death represents sin. 

Paul, who understood the Old Testament services, lets us know in Hebrews 9:13, 14, that 
“The ashes of an heifer” has deep significance to the Christian. We should study it carefully 


and prayerfully to know what it has for our lives today.

THE CLEANSING OF 
THE LEPER

“This is the law for all manner of plague of leprosy, and scall, and 
for the leprosy of a garment, and of a house, and for a rising, and for a 
scab, and for a bright spot: to teach when it is unclean, and when it is 
clean: this is the law of leprosy.” 


Leviticus 14:54-57 
97 


Leprosy has always been a dreaded disease. It slowly eats away portions of the body until 
the leper longs for death as a release. It is a symbol of sin. Just as the actual disease slowly 
eats away at the person, so does sin. Sin ever erodes, corrodes, and spreads poison. (See 
Appendix S.) Since leprosy was a symbol of the worst sin, the ceremony for the cleansing of 
a healed leper encompassed more than any other offering. 


TYPE 


First, a person suspected of having 
leprosy was brought to the priest. (The priest 
was the only one who could examine the leper 
and pronounce him clean or unclean.) 

After a period of time went by for healing, 
the priest went out of the camp to inspect the 
man. If the plague of leprosy had been healed, 
the man was to bring two birds alive and 
clean, cedar wood, scarlet, and hyssop to the 
sanctuary for a cleansing ceremony. 

Lev. 14:3, 4 
The birds were little brown birds, 
sparrows. Strong’s Concordance, #6852, 
Hebrew 


The priest was to kill one sparrow in an 
earthen vessel held over running water. He 
was to take the second sparrow (alive) and 
dip it onto the blood and water mixture. 

Lev. 14:5, 6

Only Jesus is the judge. Only He through 
the convicting power of the Holy Spirit can 
convince us where our “leprosy” lies.

Cedar and hyssop were brought into 
connection with the Saviour. Jn. 19:29 
The cross was made from the trees of 
the forest. 1 Pet. 2:24 
A small reed of hyssop supported the 
sponge that was dipped in vinegar 
which was given to Jesus to quench His 
thirst. Jn. 19:29

The death of the sparrow was symbolic 
of Jesus’ death. The living sparrow was 
symbolic of the resurrection of Jesus. Here we 
see the union of the pardoning blood with the 
resurrection of Jesus. 1BC 1111 

Running water was a symbol of the deep, 
wide, ever-flowing, continuously cleansing 
power of the blood of Jesus. The earthen vessel 
is symbolic of this sin-cursed earth. The blood 
of Jesus came in direct contact with water. 

Jn. 19:34 
This symbolized the removal of the curse 
of sin forever from the water of the earth. 


The Cedar of Lebanon is a cone-bearing evergreen. 
A ye Ø, It is a species of true cedar. This cedar is a widely 
~S Gea branched tree with needle-like leaf clusters and 
woody cones that are characteristic of the pine family. 
It has red wood which is valued for its durability.

Cedar, hyssop, and scarlet were to be 
dipped into the earthen vessel along with the 
live sparrow. See Appendix T; Lev. 14:6 


Then the leper was to be sprinkled seven 
times and pronounced clean. (Leprosy is very 
contagious. Everything the man touched was 
contaminated.) Lev. 14:7 


Next, the living sparrow was to be let 
loose to fly over an open field. Lev. 14:7 


After this, the man was to wash himself, 
shave off all his hair, and wash all his clothing. 
After that he came into the camp and tarried 
outside his tent seven days. Seven days later he 
was again to shave all his hair (head, beard, 
eyebrows), wash his clothes and body. On the 
eighth day he was to bring one ewe, two male 
lambs without blemish, flour mingled with oil for 
a meat- (meal-)offering, and one log of oil to the 
priest. The man was then to be presented to the 
Lord at the door of the tabernacle. Lev. 14:7-11

Vegetation and animal life are all cursed 
by sin. Rom. 8:22. The sturdy, decay-resistant 
cedar, and the lowly hyssop represent the 
plant kingdom. The scarlet (wool cloth) 
represents the animal kingdom. 

Jesus’ blood dripped to the sin-cursed 
earth, cleansing the plant kingdom and the 
animal kingdom. 

Though your sins be as scarlet (stains 
impossible to be removed), they shall be as 
white as snow. Isa. 1:18. Washed in the blood 
of Jesus, the repentant sinner receives the 
white robe of Jesus’ righteousness. Rev. 7:14 


Seven symbolized the thoroughness of 
the cleansing. Jesus’ death did a thorough job, 
once and for all. Heb. 10:10, 12 

The sprinkling of the blood of Jesus 
cleanses from sin. 1 Pet. 1:2 


Sin is a dreadful disease. The earth with its 
creatures, vegetation, and water, is not the only 
thing that gets contaminated. The very air gets 
contaminated. The blood not only was sprinkled 
over the leper but it was carried through the air 
by the bird. The bird flying through the air and 
over the open field symbolized the blood of Jesus 
dropping through the air from his hands and feet 
— cleansing it. There also will be a new heaven 
and a new earth. Rev. 21:1 

The bird set free to joyous life is also 
symbolic of the atonement. 1BC 1111

One lamb was offered as a trespass- 
offering. It, with the log of oil, was waved 
before the Lord. Lev. 14:12 


Some of the blood and then some of the 
oil was put on the tip of the man’s right ear, 
upon his right thumb, and upon the big toe of 
his right foot. The priest had some of the oil 
in the palm of his left hand. Whatever was 
left over was poured upon the man’s head. 

Lev. 14:14-18 


Asecond lamb was offered as a sin-offering 
and the third lamb was offered as a burnt- 
offering along with the meal-offering. They 
were offered upon the altar as an atonement 
for the leper. Lev. 14:19, 20 


When the Israelites were in the land of 
Canaan, they were to also watch for signs of 
leprosy not only in the body, but in their 
houses and on their clothing. When 
discovered, it was dealt with properly and the 
same offering of two sparrows, cedar wood, 
scarlet, hyssop, lambs, meal, and oil were 
made. Lev. 14:34-57

Oil is a symbol of the Holy Spirit which 
anoints us and applies the blood of Jesus to 
us SO we are prepared for service:

Our hands are to be used in the service 
of the Lord. Ps. 119:48 


Our feet are to travel only in the way of 
the Lord’s commandments. Gen. 17:1 
Pouring the remainder of the oil upon 
the head represents a full surrender of 
the entire being to the service of the 
Redeemer.

Leprosy of the body symbolizes sin in the 
life lived in the flesh. 

Leprosy of the houses symbolizes sin in 
the life lived in our homes. 

Leprosy of the garments symbolizes sins 
of self-righteousness, outward deeds, and 
clothing which doesn’t fit with Christian 
values. 1 Cor. 10:31; see Appendix U. 


Summary: The leper was not hopeless. He might be cleansed. Only through Jesus do we have 
this hope. He died, He arose, and “flew” to the Father where He is ever making intercession 


(blotting out our confessed sins). 


Heb. 7:25 


The Holy Spirit continually anoints us with the blood of Jesus, power of Jesus, and grace 


of Jesus to overcome sin in all its aspects.

Appendix 


The blood was taken into the holy place when a priest or the whole congregation sinned. It 
was sprinkled seven times before the veil and each horn on the altar of incense was touched with 
it. The remainder of the blood was poured out at the foot of the brazen altar. When a ruler or 
common person sinned, the horns of the brazen altar were touched with the blood and the remainder 
was poured out at the foot. Lev. 4:5-7, 16-18, 25, 30. 

When the blood was not taken into the holy place a bit of the flesh was taken in and eaten by 
the priest. The rest of the body was burned on the altar. Lev. 6:26. We see several symbols in this: 

1) By both the blood and the flesh the confessed sins were taken (borne) into the sanctuary by 
the high priest—Jesus bore our sins in His body, shed His blood for our sins, and is our High Priest 
making atonement for our sins in the sanctuary in heaven now. 1 Pet. 2:24; Isa. 53:5; Heb. 9:24, 25 

2) The confessed sins, hidden from the view of any eye other than the high priest, awaited 
the Day of Atonement, when the high priest made a final atonement (once each year) for them and 
the sanctuary was cleansed—Jesus’ blood covers our confessed sins, recorded on the books in the 
heavenly sanctuary, awaiting their final destruction in the lake of fire at the end of the world. Rom. 
4:7, 8; Jer. 2:22; Isa. 38:17; 43:25; PP 357. 


The fire on the altar was holy fire. It was never allowed to go out, and was carried in a 
brazen firepot everywhere the Israelites traveled. It is the Holy Spirit which calls us to come to 
the foot of the cross. When we come and submit our sins to Jesus the Holy Spirit consumes 
those sins. Acts 2:3; 2 Pet. 1:21; Jn. 14:16, 17; Heb. 12:29; DA 107. 


From the time of the Garden gate to the Egyptian captivity God’s people erected stone altars 
upon which they offered their whole burnt-offerings. Gen. 12:7, 8; 13:4, 18; 35:3. 

On special occasions after the tabernacle was built, the sacrifices were offered at other places. 
These occasions always testified of how great victories for God took place as the people surrendered 
their lives to God along with all their possessions. 2 Sam. 24:18-25; 1 Ki. 18:31-38; Judg. 6:21-28. 


Research done by the author of Manners and Customs of the Bible indicates that the Jewish 
scourging was not as severe as the Roman scourging. The Jewish people limited the stripes to 
forty. The criminal was stripped to the waist and leaned over a low pole to which he was tied. The 
executioner then mounted a stone to be in a higher position than the criminal. From this advantage 
point he could put more power into his blows, which came down over the back and chest of the 
criminal. The whip was made of thongs of ox-hide. 

The Roman scourging was far more severe. Most whips were made from cords or thongs of 
ox-hide. One sort of whip used for slaves was knotted with bones, or heavy, indented bronze 
circles. Sometimes there were two or three thongs which ended in hooks. This whip was called a 
scorpion. The criminal was also bound to a low pole and beaten unmercifully with an unnumbered 
amount of strokes. Many died from this torture. 

Pilate, being a Roman, must have ordered a Roman scourging for Jesus. For Isaiah 52:14 says, 
“His visage was so marred more than any man, and His form more than the sons of men.” 


We first see the fig mentioned in the Garden of Eden. Adam and Eve tried to cover their nakedness 
(symbol of sin and self-righteousness) with their own works—the making of fig leaf garments. 

Jesus’ parable about the fig tree (Lk. 13:6-8) illustrates a period of probation. When the owner 
of the fig tree found that it had not borne fruit for three years he wanted to cutit down. The gardener 
asked for another season in which he could work with the tree. That would give it four years. Four 
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years of probation. At the end of the fourth year when the fig tree had failed to do anything but bear 
leaves, the sustaining power of life was removed. It died. Mat. 21:19, 20. (See the story of how this 
applied to the Jewish nation, DA 583.) This parable represents those who only give lip service to the 
truth, but are not doing the works of bearing fruit that go along with belief in the truth. That is self- 
righteousness and hypocrisy. Jesus always denounced the hypocrisy of the scribes and Pharisees. If 
there was something that “burned up” the Lamb of God more thoroughly than anything else it was 
hypocrisy. So on the brazen altar the fig tree logs were placed. It is man’s hypocrisy and self- 
righteousness that bring the Lamb to His destruction. 


The author of Shadow of His Sanctuary states that the parts were heaved unto the altar and 
then arranged with fleshhooks in order. The head pointed to the Most Holy Place, the front legs 
were outstretched, and the hind legs were kept together. Thus we see a representation of Jesus on 
the cross. And we see the sinner, life all disheveled, surrendered to Jesus, and being rearranged by 
Him into an orderly, balanced life. 


The whole burnt-offering was a type that symbolized the complete surrender and total 
consecration that must come to every person. Then God can use that person for service and for His 
glory. Paul talks of the fulfilling of the antitype by saying we are to “present our bodies a living 
sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto God.” It is a “reasonable service,” not an unreasonable thing to do; 
not asking too much. Rom. 12:1. Isaiah states that the offering of the most costly animal was of no 
value, was even an abomination, if the individual bringing the offering did not surrender the 
whole life and will. Isa. 1:10-20, also Amos 5:22. We also see this illustrated in the story of the 
widow’s mite. Mk. 12:41-44. When God’s people give all to carry forth His work on earth it is an 
“odour of sweet smell, a sacrifice acceptable, well pleasing to God.” He pledges to supply all our 
needs. Phil. 4:16-19. Samuel tells us it is better to obey God than bring sacrifices, and hearken to 
His Word than offer the fat of rams. 1 Sam. 15:22. 


The burnt-offering was voluntary. Of course that was pleasing to God. He accepted it. It 
revealed a desire in the heart of the giver to give self completely to God. We should give ourselves 
to the service of God and seek to make the offering as perfect as possible. God is not pleased with 
less than the best we can offer. Those who love Him with all their heart will seek to bring every 
power of their being into harmony with the laws that will promote their ability to do His will. 
They will desire to give Him the best service of their lives. PP 352, 353. 

Jesus gave Himself as a voluntary sacrifice. He was that perfect offering without blemish. He 
consecrated all, surrendered all, dedicated all, and gave all—completely—without reserve, so that 
some might choose to be saved. Jn. 3:16; 2 Pet. 3:14; 1 Jn 3:5. 


The crushing of the flour is significant. It began as grain that could be planted, from which we 
receive much more. When it is crushed into flour it becomes lifeless, dead—never to be planted 
again. Yet it is very useful, because now it can be made into something which others might use that 
sustains their lives. The crushing of the grain caused it to die, but enriched it and made it serviceable 
to mankind. Our lives do not have a real or enduring value to the service of our fellow men until we 
have been bruised or crushed in some way, and have died to self. 

It is only through suffering that we can gain the perfect character that God would have us 
attain. Suffering mellows the spirit, gives the soul a deeper understanding of life, and inspires sympathy 
and understanding for others who pass through the valley of sorrow and affliction. Suffering makes 
us walk softly and quietly before and with God (not running ahead of Him or behind Him), teaches 
us to patiently endure while we wait upon Him to solve our problems and carry our burdens, sends 
us to His word to find out what He wants of us, and teaches us to have total trust. 

Suffering will only be bitter unless we see the meaning and purpose of it. Then it becomes something 
we can rejoice in. Study 2 Cor. 1:3-6; Phil. 1:29; Heb. 12:2; 2 Cor. 12:9, 10; 2 Thess. 5:18; MB 10-13. 

Jesus was bruised and crushed that we might be healed. Isa. 53:5. He is our life-giver and 
upholder. Acts 17:28. He went through everything we must go through so that He could understand 
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Appendix, continued 


our feelings, and through His example of obedience and victory we can do the same—through 
His power. Heb. 2:18; 3:15, 16; 5:8, 9. 

Some of the saints of God who fellowshipped in His sufferings and ended with a richer, 
more noble life of greater usefulness to others were: Joseph, Jeremiah, Ezekiel, John the Baptist, 
Paul, Daniel, and John the Revelator. Can you think of others? 


J. The oil symbolizes the Holy Spirit in our lives which works by love and purifies the soul. Matt. 
25; 4BC 1:79. It also represents Christ’s righteousness which is His character and grace. TM 234. We 
receive His grace by using the precious opportunities and sacred influences given to us by the Holy 
Spirit. COL 271. (Strong’s Concordance, #5485, Greek, affirms that grace is the Divine influence upon 
the heart, and its reflection in the life. It is the molding of the Holy Spirit.) What are these molding, 
enlightening, regenerating powers? They are nothing more than the fruit of the Spirit which, is the 
principle of God’s law carried out in our lives. 2 Pet. 3:18; Gal. 5:22, 23; SL 80. 


K. To sin, wherever found, God is a consuming fire. DA 107, 108. Jesus bore the sins of the 
world, thus He felt the consuming fire of His Father. He said, “My strength (force of my being) is 
dried up.” Ps. 22:15. (See Strong’s Concordance, #3581, Hebrew, for “strength.) 


L. The drink-offering was celebrated many years before it was put into the sanctuary service. 
When the Lord changed Jacob’s name to Israel, he was so grateful that he set up an altar and 
poured out a drink-offering on it. Gen. 35:10-14. He wanted to show that he would be willing to 
pour out His life, if necessary, for God’s cause. 

When Hannah brought Samuel to the sanctuary, she brought a bottle of wine with an animal for a 
burnt-offering. After she fully surrendered her only son for the Lord’s service by her burnt-offering and 
drink-offering, she filled the temple court with her voice of praise and thanksgiving. 1 Sam. 1:24; 2:1-10. 

Paul revealed his full surrender to God’s service when speaking of the beautiful 
symbolism in the burnt-offering and drink-offering, and the consuming of all upon the altar 
in Philippians 2:16-17 (margin). We are to do the same, verse 18. 

David poured water “out to the Lord” when three mighty warriors risked their lives to bring 
him a drink from the well of Bethlehem. Because they had jeopardized their lives to get the water, 
David considered it too sacred to drink. 1 Chron. 11:15-19. 


M. Jesus Himself wondered if He would find faith on this earth when He returned. Lk. 18:8. 
The last days would be a time when all vows would be considered of little weight. Disregard of 
responsibility would be just about world wide. Broken treaties, agreements, pledges, marriage 
vows, baptismal vows, and ordination vows would all be part of the signs of the end of the world. 
Yet in the midst of this, there would be a people whom God could depend upon. These people 
would be faithful, have respect for their own word as well as for the words of God. They will have 
the seal of God’s approval and keep the commandments. Ps. 15; Rev. 14:5, 12; James 5:12. 


N. It is important for us to learn this lesson of resting on the bosom of Jesus and putting the temporal 
affairs of this world upon His shoulders. When we do this, we receive never-ending peace. The reason we 
never have peace is because we only confess our sins to Jesus (like giving the fat to the priest) and go no 
further. Then we give our confidences to our worldly friends. We do not lean upon Jesus confidently and 
trust Him to go before us to clear the way like a shepherd does the sheep. Isa. 40:11. We fear to let 
ourselves place our daily affairs upon His strong, mighty shoulders to be managed and governed. Soon, 
after we confess our sins and have been forgiven, we get mixed up in the troubles of our everyday duties. 
Instead of peace unending we get trouble unending. If we would just give Him the keys of control to our 
lives, we would find that He would open doors before us that no earthly power can shut and close doors 
that He would not want us to go through. No earthly power can open them to entrap us. Isa. 22:22. 
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Another burden we carry is that of trying to “pray some loved one into the kingdom.” We 
are burdened with begging and pleading, as if God needs prodding. We must remember that God 
longs to save that person much more than we. God plans and works for that person's salvation. 
We need to see that the work to save that person belongs to God and we must pray how to cooperate 
with Him. We then have peace. We will pray to know His will. We will have no fewer works and 
no fewer prayers. But our works will be works of faith and our prayers will be of faith, also. 
Assurance, rest, and peace will be ours abundantly. 


In the warm climate of the country of Palestine, any dead body would begin to decay on the 
third day. That is why Mary said that Lazarus would be stinking after being dead four days. Jn. 11:39. 
King David understood this, too. Because of the symbolism taught in the sanctuary, he also knew 
Jesus would be raised on the third day. His Father would not allow Jesus’ body to begin to decay. 
Ps. 16:10. Peter based his strongest teaching upon this very truth when he was preaching on the day 
of Pentecost. Acts 2:25-32. Even Peter referred to the types in his teachings. See 1 Cor. 15:3, 4. 

The Jewish people who did not accept Jesus were so blinded with sin and the traditions of 
men that they could not see the light shining from the mighty truths as they flashed from the 
sacrificial system. How many people today who long for peace act like the man who ate the 
flesh on the third day, signifying that they do not believe Jesus is risen and ministering in the 
Most Holy Place for us. These people never lay down the burden of carrying their own 
perplexities and governing their own affairs. They never have that peace that comes to one 
who understands and lays all those burdens upon Jesus. 


When Israel had settled in Palestine they took the heifer to the Mount of Olives. It was not to 
be slain in the court as other sacrifices were. 

The priest built a pyramid of wood outside the camp. The heifer was led there and washed. It 
then was backed into an opening in this wooden pyramid. The two front legs were tied together with 
a slip knot which could be tightened. Then a slip knot was tied around the back legs, tightened, and 
pulled to where the front legs were tied. This made the heifer fall on its side. 

The heifer’s face was pointed to the Most Holy Place so that its neck was stretched and the 
throat was pulled tight. Then the animal's throat was slit in one swift movement. Like a fountain the 
blood sprayed out against those who sacrificed it. This was no pretty or pleasant sight. (Oftentimes 
we romanticize the death of Jesus on the cross. It was a most cruel, ugly, and gruesome scene. It was 
crude and elemental. We must remember that Jesus died a most shameful and horrible execution.) 


The blood of Jesus is most effective. But we must apply it continuously. God not only wants us 
to use the things (money, time, talents, possessions) He has trusted us with for His glory, but He 
desires us to consecrate ourselves to His cause. If we have become selfish and are withholding from 
God that which we should cheerfully give to His service, then we need the blood of sprinkling 
thoroughly applied. Thus we consecrate ourselves and all our possessions to God. 

If it was necessary for the unclean among the ancient Israelites to be purified by the 
sprinkling of blood, it is more essential now for us who are exposed to Satan’s temptation in the 
last day to have the blood of Jesus applied to the heart daily. We must give our attention not to 
temporal matters but to eternal interest. Religion must be put before the world. Immortal treasure 
must be secured. See 4T 122-124. 


What is meant by the term “Christians being defiled through contact with the dead?” A 
description of those dead in sin is found in Romans 1:18-32. Among those sins listed are murder, 
lying, adultery, pride, vain-glory, taking the name of Jesus in vain, etc. Verse 32 says that those 
who do such things and take pleasure in such things are worthy of death. Are Christians defiled 
by contact with those who are dead in such sins? Let’s look and see. Do TV, radio, theatre, books, 
magazines, tapes, records, videos, etc. have anything to do with it? They commonly portray sounds 
and scenes of murder, robbery, adultery, sexual deviations, lewd and suggestive words, spiritualism, 
etc. Do we ever take pleasure by watching or even paying for the productions or publications? 
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Appendix, continued 


What about contact we have with those we work with or associate with? How about their jokes, 
stories, and language? If Christians aren’t watchful, they become defiled by contact with the dead 
and such jokes, stories, and words slip from their mouths. People outside of Jesus don’t dress the 
way a Christian should dress, and if a Christian is not careful, he, too, will gradually become 
defiled by contact with the dead. 

We are not our own. We are God’s people. We should have all of the following sprinkled 
with those ashes and living water (Jesus and the Spirit applying to our lives the work of the cross): 
TV, radio, books, magazines, tapes, records, videos, cooking pots, wardrobes, talents, speech, 
associates, vehicles, doorways, and all we possess. We are to have our conscience purged from 
dead works. Heb. 9:13, 14. Shall we not purge our houses and lives from those things that give us 
detilement with the dead? If we have been defiled, there is ever open a fountain to cleanse us from 
sin and uncleanness—that is Jesus. 1 Jn. 1:9. He cleanses us. 


S The leprosy of sin slowly destroys the soul of the one who violates his conscience again and 
again, until he has no power to resist that which is evil. He becomes wholly surrendered to evil. 
The story of Miriam reveals that jealousy, murmuring, and faultfinding are spiritual leprosy. 
Numbers, chapter 12. Selfishness and covetousness are also signs of spiritual leprosy, as seen in 
the story of Gehazi. 2 Kings 5:20-27. Strife, dissention, unbelief, and worldly interest are added 
signs of spiritual leprosy. 


L An interesting description of the procedure is given in Shadows of His Sacrifice. Leslie Hardinge 
relates that the priest took one of the sparrows and pinched off its head, allowing its blood to 
mingle with the water in the earthen vessel. The priest next took the short cedar branch the leper 
had brought, and tied the hyssop onto the cedar with the scarlet cloth or ribbon, like a cornstalk 
broom. He dipped the hyssop into the water and blood and sprinkled the leper seven times. The 
living sparrow was dipped into the mixture, and then allowed to fly loose over an open field. The 
other little sparrow fell to the ground. 

Jesus tried to show us that the plan of salvation costs man very little, but includes the death 
of the sacrifice. “Are not two sparrows sold for a farthing? And one of them shall not fall to the 
ground without your Father.” Mat. 10:29. The gospel is wrapped up in the life story of those little 
brown sparrows. A sparrow likes to live under the roof of our homes. So Jesus came and pitched 
His tent alongside of the tents of men. A sparrow likes to eat the crumbs that fall from the Master's 
table. So Jesus came, lived among men, sharing their everyday experiences, and died. Thus He 
was able to carry into the highest heavens the redemption that His blood had purchased. 


U., Our bodies are to be cared for—physically, mentally, spiritually. We need to learn and carefully 
follow the eight natural laws of health. The right use of these eight natural laws—nutrition, exercise, 
water, sunshine, nontoxic input, air, rest, trust in Divine Power—will ensure optimum health. Thus our 
generations yet unborn will not be contaminated. Our homes are to be kept clean and orderly. The use 
of our possessions, things we do, say, see, touch, taste, and hear should be anointed with the Holy 
Spirit. Mat. 6:19, 20. Our clothing should be anointed with the Holy Spirit. God has given us very 
definite directions in regard to the dress of His followers. 1 Pet. 3:3, 4; 1 Tim. 2:9. He never designed 
that His people should follow the foolish fashions of the world. The children of Israel were to wear a 
blue ribbon around the border of their garments to distinguish them from the world. So are Christians 
to be distinguished from the world by their dress. Num. 15:38-41; Deut. 22:5; Isa. 3:16-26; 2SM 473-479. 

“The Christian who fails to obey the Lord’s instruction in regard to dress, misrepresents the 
Lord. He sews pride and vanity in the hearts of weaker members. It is better to follow the instruction 
given in the Levitical service, and even burn garments infected with pride and vanity, than to 
misrepresent our Lord and Master even in our dress.” The Cross and Its Shadow.

Fach veil in the sanctuary symbolized the humanity of Jesus. 
Heb. 10:19, 20; DA 23 
We come to God only through Jesus who, being our perfect example, 
led the way before us. Jesus said, “I am the way, the truth, and the life: no 
man cometh unto the Father, but by me.” Jn. 14:6 
As the people came with their offerings and sacrifices, they entered 
the courtyard through the first veil (the gate) on the east end of the sanctuary. 
The priest entered the holy place with the sacrificial blood through the 
second veil (the door) on the east end of the tent tabernacle. Once a year the 
high priest entered the Most Holy Place through the inner veil of the tent 
tabernacle. It was on the east side of the Most Holy Place. Thus the 
worshippers had their backs facing eastward—their faces away from the 
sun—as they came to worship God. (See Appendix C.) 
Each veil was made of costly material. Each was most beautiful. Each 
was similar to the other, yet different. The innermost veil was the most 
superior. Let us look at them in comparison, and then at how each pointed 
the worshipper to Jesus and His faithful followers. We must keep in mind 

that every whit of the sanctuary speaks of Jesus’ glory.

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THE ROOF 


“Moreover thou shalt make the tabernacle with ten curtains of fine 
twine linen. . . . And thou shalt make curtains of goats’ hair to be a 
covering upon the tabernacle. ... And thou shalt make a covering for 
the tent of rams’ skins dyed red, and a covering above of badgers’ skins.” 

Exodus 26:1, 7, 14 
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The roof or covering for the tabernacle was made of four layers of curtains or coverings. 
The outer three were made from animal skins. They were, beginning with the outer layer: 
badgers’ (seal) skins, rams’ skins dyed red, and goats’ hair. The innermost layer was made of 
fine twined linen, dyed blue, purple, and scarlet. It had figures of cherubim skillfully designed 


and embroidered into it. 


Ex. 26:1, margin, 7, 14; PP 347; GC 412 


We will trace the type and its symbolism to Jesus and His faithful followers in the 
coverings, beginning from the outside and moving inward. In these covers are the four steps 
in the work of Jesus for our salvation and the four steps of the Christian experience. 


TYPE 


The outermost covering was made from 
the skins of badgers (seals) Ex. 26:14; 36:19 
See Appendix E. 


This covering was a dark brown or black. 


It reached completely to the ground on 
three sides of the tabernacle—north, south, west. 
Thus it was a complete protection. PP 347 


Brass pins held it firmly to the ground. 
Ex, 38:29-31 


ANTITYPE 
COUNTERPART 


A badger (seal) is an unclean animal. 
Lev. 11:2-12 (Uncleanness is a symbol 
of sin. See Vol. 3, p. 92-94, “The Offering 
of the Red Heifer.”) 
Jesus, the lowly Saviour, covered His 
divinity with humanity so He could identify 
with sinful man. Heb. 2:14-18; DA 43, 63 


Black is also a symbol of sin.  1Jn.1:5 
Such colors have no outward beauty. 
Neither did Jesus. Isa. 53:2 


Jesus is our protection from the enemy 
(Satan) as we journey through this life’s 
“desert.” Ps. 91:3-9 


Jesus walks with us in the dust of this 
earth’s wilderness in order that we may reach 
the heavenly city and walk the streets of gold. 


Beneath this cover is what heaven represents. 


The next cover was made from the skins 
of rams. It was dyed red. Ex. 26:14; 36:19 
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Red symbolizes blood. The mature ram 
symbolized Jesus when He is described as being 
“clothed with a vesture dipped in blood.” 

Rev. 19:13 

The sacrifice of Jesus meant His life, His 

blood. He was obedient even unto death. 


Phil 2:8 
It was His life blood that brought us back 
to God. Lev. 17:11 


We also make a covenant (agreement) 
with Jesus by sacrifice. Ps. 50:5 
It is made by our complete consecration, 
absolute submission, unquestioning loyalty, 
and complete subjection to Him. Heb. 12:9 


TYPE 


The ram was one of several different 
kinds of animals used in sacrifice offerings. 
The ram often was one chosen when giving a 
voluntary offering. 


1. The burnt-offering followed by: 
the meal-offering and 
the drink-offering. 
Num. 15:2-12; Lev. 8:18-21 


2. The trespass-offering. 
Num. 5:6-8; Lev. 6:4-6 


3. The consecration-offering made at the 
time the priests were dedicated for the 
service of the sanctuary—their ears, 
hands, and feet were anointed with the 
blood, and the breast was waved before 
the Lord. Lev. 8:18, 25-29 


All offerings were as a “sweet savour” 
unto the Lord. Lev. 3:1, 5; 8:18, 21, 22,28

Jesus’ life service was one of complete, 
voluntary dedication. Jn. 3:16; PP 63 

We are to dedicate ourselves voluntarily 
and completely to the service of Jesus.

The third covering was made from goats’ 


hair. Ex. 26:7; 36:14 


The hair was spun by the women. Ex. 35:26 


It was white. See Appendix F. 


This covering was made from eleven pieces 
of fabric called curtains. Each was four cubits 
wide and 30 cubits long. A set of five curtains 
were joined together. Another set of curtains, six 
in number, were joined together. The sixth curtain 
was doubled in the forefront of the tabernacle. 
The curtains were of a perfect size to cover the 
complete tabernacle. Ex. 26:7-9; 36:14-16

The goat was the animal used mainly for 
the sin-offering. Lev. 9:3 
The goat was always used on the Day of 
Atonement. That was the day when all the sins 
of the repentant people were blotted out and 
the sanctuary was cleansed. Lev. 16:8-10, 15, 16

Jesus covers us with His righteousness 
as long as we confess all known sins and live 
in complete surrender and service (sacrifice) 
for Him.

Here we see the last traces of earthly 
suffering before entering the presence of the 
angels. (We must remember that the faithful 
enter the presence of the angels after the 
resurrection of the dead in Christ, when Jesus 
comes again.)

Thus we see that the white covering of goats’ hair represented the righteousness 
(perfection) of Jesus. This is our experience, too, as we live a victorious life in Jesus. 


The next covering is step three in what heaven represents. 


The innermost or royal covering was 
made of blue, purple, scarlet, and fine twined 
linen. Angels were skillfully designed and 
embroidered into it. Ex. 26:1 


The blue, purple, scarlet, and white 
linen threads were spun by wise-hearted 
women. The wise-hearted men wove them 
into ten curtains. In these they designed and 
embroidered angels made from gold 
strands. Each curtain was four cubits wide 
and twenty-eight cubits long. Two sets of 
five curtains were joined together to make 
two large curtains. 

Ex. 35:25; 36:8-10; 39:3; 26:2, 3 


Here again we see the work and character 
of Jesus and His faithful followers. (See pages 
28, 32, 120, and 126 for color symbolism.) 

Rev. 5:11, 12; Heb. 1:14 


It is the wise-hearted man and woman, 
boy or girl, that gives their life to Jesus. The 
royal character of each is woven in the looms 
of heaven. COL 311 

Gold—here again we see symbolism of 

Divinity, and faith and love tried in 
the fire.

The two large curtains were then joined 
together to make one. This was done by 
attaching 50 blue loops on each curtain along 
the 28-cubit edge. Using 50 clasps made from 
gold, the two were joined into one to make 
the innermost covering. Ex. 26:4-6 


The golden clasps of this covering were 
directly under the brass clasps of the goats’ 
hair covering. Directly under these hung the 
inner veil of the tabernacle. 

Ex, 46:16, 7, 11, 32,28

Blue—here again we see obedience to the 
commandments—God’s eternal law. 
Obedience often brings those fiery 
trials—love and faith tried in the fire. 

Num. 15:37-41; Ex. 20:3-17 


Victory through endurance and suffering 
becomes faith and love—Jesus’ character. The 
inner veil symbolized Jesus’ flesh (humanity). 

Heb. 10:20 


Summary: In these four coverings we see the four divisions of Jesus’ work: badger skin—a 
lowly, humble Saviour; rams’ skin dyed red—a sacrificial Saviour; white goat hair—a sinless 
Saviour, the royal covering—an exalted Saviour. Phil. 2:6-9. This covering also represents the 
true followers of Jesus. 2 Pet. 3:14. David says in Psalm 45:13 that the kings’ daughters are all 
glorious within. There is gold, rich embroidery, and royal color beneath the plain outer 
covering. 1 Pet. 3:3. It is humility, sacrifice, sinlessness, and royalty; the road that leads into 
the very throne room of heaven—the road to victory.

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In the courtyard the sins of the penitent (sorry) man were completely forgiven. He left, 
forgiven and cleansed. (He was considered justified, righteous, and perfect in God’s sight.) 
Now he could go as a new person to start a new life all over again. In the Holy Place we will 
see how that new person could continue living and doing that which is always right. (He 
would be sanctified day by day.) 


THE GOLDEN TABLE 


The golden table represents the first step in how to always do that which is right. It is the 
starting point of our growing up “unto a perfect man, unto the measure of the stature of the 
fullness of Christ.” Eph. 4:13.

The table was placed along the north wall The table represented the throne of God 
of the holy place. Ex. 26:35; 40:22 where Jesus sits at the right hand of the Father.

The table was two cubits long, one cubit 
wide, and one and one-half cubits high. It was 
the same height as the grate in the brazen altar 
of the courtyard. Ex. 25:23; 37:10; 27:1, 4, 5; 

See Vol. 2, The Courtyard, p. 39, 41. 


All around the table were two crowns. 
One was along the top edge of the table, and 
one was along the edge of an additional 
border. The border was as wide as a man’s 
hand. Ex. 25:24, 25 


At each corner there was a foot, or leg 
with a foot. These four feet supported the 
table. Four rings were put into the four corners 
so that staves could be put through them by 
which the table was borne (carried). The staves 
were made of shittim (acacia) wood and 
overlaid with gold. Ex. 25:26-28 


A blue cloth was spread on the table. Then 

12 cakes were placed upon the table. They 
were piled in two stacks, six in each stack.

With this oil, we are to be constantly 
supplied so we can show the world what Jesus 
is really like. See Zech. 4:1-6, 11-14 


Salt is the binding sign of a covenant or 
agreement. When we give our hearts to Jesus, 
He agrees to put His law (His character) into 
our hearts. Num. 18:19; Lev. 2:13; 

2 Chron. 13:5; Heb. 8:10 

Salt preserves. A careful study of the Bible 
will preserve the student from wrong doctrine 
and bad manners. If we have salt (another 
symbol of Jesus’ character) in us, we will have 
a peaceful influence upon those around us.

From Jesus’ side came blood and water. 

It is His blood that provides forgiveness and

A careful study of the Bible cleans and

Incense on the cakes was a reminder 
(memorial) of Jesus’ goodness. His 
intercession (going before God) for us, His 
atoning (bringing back together) blood, and 
His perfect character which we can have.

We are to remember that His blood made 
it possible for us to see God face to face 
someday soon. 

Jesus will give us His perfect character 
as we confess our sins. We can always do what 
is right when we read and study His Bible. It 
teaches us how to be like Jesus. 


Frankincense is a dry 
gum-resin which comes 
from the Frankincense 
tree. The liquid resin 

has a milk-white 
appearance. When 
hardened it turns to a 
translucent golden 
hue. It has a pleasing, 
balsam-like smell 
while burning.

When the cakes were replaced by freshly 
baked cakes every Sabbath morning, the 
frankincense was burned on the altar as a 
memorial before God.

On the table, along with the cakes, there 
were dishes, spoons, bowls, and covers. All 
were made of gold. Num. 4:7; Ex. 37:16 


Numbers 4:7 refers to the shewbread as 
“continual bread.” Exodus 25:30 (margin) calls 
it “bread of the Presence” because it was 
always before the Lord. Therefore the table 
was never without the bread. 


The Kohathites (a division of the Levites) 
prepared the shewbread each Sabbath. At the 
beginning of each Sabbath, the newly baked 
bread was brought to the high priest who “set 
it in order” on the table before the Lord. 

1 Chron. 9:32; Lev. 24:5-8 


The old bread was taken away and put 
in a basket outside of the door of the 
tabernacle. It was eaten during the week by 
the priests. Lev. 24:9; 8:31; Ex. 29:31-33 

See Strong’s Concordance, #6918, Hebrew, 
for holy place. 


The manna which God gave the people 
daily was also laid “up before the Lord.” 
| Ex. 16:32, 33 
See Strong’s Concordance, #6440, Hebrew: 
“before” literally means before the face of the 
Lord. It was to be kept for their generations.

The sweet smelling smoke ascending 
from the altar was a symbol of prayer that goes 
up to God. This smoke and pleasant smell of 
incense (Jesus’ perfect life) was “of a sweet 
savour unto the Lord.” Lev. 2:2; Rev. 5:8; 8:3 

We should always pray before we study 
the Bible. God looks with great pleasure upon 
those who pray as they are searching for what 
Jesus’ will is for their lives.

Jesus is always in the presence of God. He 
has promised to feed (give) us His own 
character and His power. Rev. 3:20, 21; Jn. 1:12 

We never have to be without Him. 

Mat. 28:20; Heb. 13:5 


Every Sabbath the church leaders present 
lessons, studies, and sermons especially 
prepared for the people. Jesus, the Bread of 
Life, wants His people to be refreshed each 
Sabbath with a new supply of Him.

During the week we are to daily study 
about Jesus so we can become like Him.

The pot of manna was to be a reminder 
of how Jesus fed them with bread from 
heaven, a reminder of His presence, and a 
reminder that He would come and feed them 
with spiritual bread. He was the real Bread of 
the Presence. 

Jesus was born in Bethlehem. Bethlehem 
means “house of bread.” Mic. 5:2; Mat. 2:4-6; 
Strong’s Concordance, #1035, 3899, Hebrew for 
“Bethlehem.”

The bread was also called “meat.”

They 
remain babes in life. 
Eph. 4:13; Heb. 5:13; Rom. 8:29 
An earnest daily study of the Bible (eating 
the Bread of Life) along with earnest prayer 
provides the strong “meat” needed to 
recognize good and evil, and to grow into the 
perfect person that reflects Jesus’ character. 
When the character of Jesus shall be 
perfectly reproduced in His people, then He 
will come to claim them as His own. COL 69 


Summary: The bread and wine always go together. There was to be no meal-offering without 
a drink-offering. The two together suggest several things in the life of Jesus and in the lives of 
His faithful followers. Jesus is the meal-offering (all that He had He gave for us), and Jesus is 
the drink-offering (He poured out His very life in service for us); Jesus gave His body as a 
living sacrifice for us and His blood as an atonement for us; Jesus is the Bread of Life and He 
is the True Vine. His faithful followers will dedicate all they have to Jesus and pour out their 
lives in full service for Him; the faithful followers will give their bodies as a living sacrifice 
(voluntarily doing without any harmful thing) for Jesus, as seen in Romans 12:1; the faithful 
followers will accept Jesus’ atoning blood as payment for their death penalty, and show their 
acceptance of that gift by giving their lives to Him. 
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Jesus is our perfect example. By studying 
about Him, and through talking with Him 
often in prayer, we become like Him. Use 
the following code to decode the message 
about Jesus.

THE GOLDEN ALTAR OF INCENSE 


The golden altar represents the second step in how to always do that which is right. Yet 
it goes with the first step. What takes place at the altar symbolizes prayer. It is as important to 


our “growing up unto a perfect man” as is partaking of the Living Bread. 


Eph. 4:13, 15 


Studying the Bible is our spiritual food, and prayer is our spiritual breath. 


The holy place of the tent- 
tabernacle was a rectangle made of two 
squares. The altar of incense was in the center 
of the western square. 


It was placed diagonally, so that the horns 
(one on each corner) were pointing in the four 
directions of the compass. 


The altar was made of shittim (acacia) 
wood and was overlaid with pure gold. It was 
two cubits high, and one cubit on each side, 
thus making it square. Ex. 30:1-3 


The top edge had a gold crown all around 
it.On each corner of the altar was a horn made 
from shittim wood, overlaid with gold. 

Ex. 30:2, 3 


ANTITYPE 
COUNTERPART 


Jesus received power by constant 
connection to His Father. He did nothing of 
Himself. Jn. 5:19; 14:10 

Prayer—the Christian’s lifeline—is the 
central point of power. It is only by prayer and 
the blood of Jesus that we can come before the 
Father and make our need known. Jn. 14:13 


Salvation offered by Jesus is extended to 
the four corners of the earth.

The altar was two cubits high. Ex. 30:2 

It was higher than the grate of the brazen 
altar and higher than the table of shewbread. 
Ex, 38:1, 4: 25:23 


Pure gold rings were made and fastened 
to the altar under the crown. Staves, made of 
shittim wood and overlaid with gold, were 
put through the gold rings. The altar was 
carried with these staves. Ex. 30:4, 5 


This altar was in front of the veil that 
divided the Most Holy Place from the holy 
place. Here it was closer to the Ark which 
contained the Ten Commandments than any 
other piece of furniture. (Over the Law of God 
was the mercy seat—between the two angels 
was the spot where God met with His people.) 

Ex. 30:6; 25:16-22 


The fire was never to go out. (The coals 
were moved in a golden vessel when the camp 
moved.) See “perpetual” on p. 143 


The high priest was to burn sweet incense 
upon the altar every morning while he was 
trimming and cleaning the lamps on the 
candlestick, and every evening while he was 
lighting the lamps. Ex. 30:7, 8

Prayer lifts us nearer to God than 
sacrifice, and nearer to God than the study of 
His Word. 


Here again we see wood (humanity) 
covered with gold (Divinity), and four 
“pierced” rings (Jesus’ hands and feet pierced 
with nails). Ps. 22:16 


There is no part of the religious worship 
that brings us into a closer relationship with 
Jesus than when we kneel in prayer. God’s 
government required the death sentence for 
breaking the law—justice. But because God is 
merciful, Jesus met our death sentence. What 
a wonderful Father and Saviour we have!

The fire is Jesus’ righteousness. 1SM 344 
Also, the fire is the Holy Spirit. It works 
continually upon our hearts: calling us to 
prayer, praying in us, telling us to confess our 
sins and ask forgiveness, impressing us to give 
praise and thanksgiving, bringing to our minds 
those whom we are to pray for, showing us the 
Father’s will, teaching us right from wrong. It 
is that still small voice ever present with us.

Jesus is our High Priest. Heb. 3:1 

When we pray to God, Jesus mixes incense 
(His spotless righteousness, PP 353) with our 
prayers.

(The angel in this verse is Jesus. Check all the 
cross references for “angel” in the verse.)

When the high priest burned the incense, 
he looked toward the Ark. As the cloud of 
incense arose the glory of God came down 
upon the mercy seat and filled the Most Holy 
Place. It often filled the holy place, also. “So 
full were both places that the high priest had 
to retreat to the door of the tent-tabernacle.” 

PP 353 


Copy Psalm 141:2 on the blank lines. 


At the time of the burning of incense 
(both morning and evening) all the people in 
the camp of Israel were praying. God 
promised to “meet with” them during that 
time. The sweet smell of incense reached way 
out into the camp and surrounding area.

The incense that was burned was made 
from four ingredients that were all equal in 
weight. Ex. 30:34

Here is the example that is given for 
morning and evening worship.

His sweet character will not only be felt in 
the home, but reach out away from the home.

When the four ingredients were mixed 
together, they produced a most fragrant 
perfume, especially when burned. Ex. 30:35 


1. stacte—a fatty resinous liquid; an 
aromatic gum, highly valued. 

2. onycha—an aromatic mussel (shell). 

3. galbanum—a gummy resinous juice 
from a plant, having a strong 
unpleasant smell with a bitter taste, 
giving off purple smoke. 

4. frankincense—(see p. 135); having a 
bitterish, sharp, pungent taste.

Some of the ingredients were beaten into 
very small pieces.

No strange incense was to be offered 
upon the altar.

No burnt sacrifice or meat- (meal-) offering 
was to be offered upon it, and no drink-offering 
was to be poured out upon it. Those offerings 
were to be offered upon the brazen altar in the 
courtyard. Ex, 30:9

Some parts of prayer are about pleasant, 
sweet experiences. 


Some parts of prayer are about hard, 
bitter experiences. 

As it is with life, the bitter fragrance 
(experience) makes the sweet seem richer, 
fuller, and sweeter. The scent wasn’t 
complete without both characteristics. Our 
lives in Christ are not complete without some 
difficult experiences to teach us how sweet 
it is to trust in Him. 


Jesus was made “perfect through 
suffering” that He might be a merciful and 
faithful High Priest. He suffered everything 
that any man will ever have to suffer so He 
could perfectly understand what we go 
through. Heb. 2:10, 11 

Our sufferings lead us to the altar of 
prayer. There we are strengthened and fitted 
to help others. 


Strange incense represented sin. 

Jesus was without sin, so only sweet 
incense could be used. 1 Jn. 3:5 

In the brazen altar is represented the 
sacrifice of Jesus and His work for us while 
Fle was on earth. (The courtyard being a 
symbol of the earth.) Heb. 13:11, 12 

In the golden altar we see Jesus in His 
work in heaven. Rev. 8:3, 4

The incense that the high priest offered 
was “a perpetual incense before the Lord.”

“Perpetual” is defined as “constantly”

The fire that burned the incense was 

going all day, thus the smoke of the 
incense was going upward all day.

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THE GOLDEN CANDLESTICK 


The golden candlestick is the third step to always do that which is right (sanctification). Yet 
it goes with, and cannot get along without, the first and the second steps. We must not stop with 
the study of God’s word (eating the bread) and prayer (incense), or we will fall short of “ growing 
up into the perfect man, unto the measure of the stature of the fullness of Christ.” Eph. 4:13, 15. 

It is not enough to be born again of the incorruptible Word of God (justification—the 
courtyard). 1 Pet. 1:23. It is not enough to “desire the sincere milk of the Word” so we will not 
be as “children tossed to and fro with every wind of doctrine” (table of shewbread). 1 Pet. 2:2; 
Eph. 4:14. It is not enough that we pray morning and evening “with all prayer and supplication 
in the Spirit” (altar of incense). Eph. 6:18. We are to be “complete (filled, margin) in all the will 
of God” so that we might “grow up into Him in all things.” Col. 4:12; Eph. 4:15 

Having the candlestick experience of light bearing completes this “growing up.”

The pattern for the candlestick was 
shown to Moses when he was with the Lord 
on Mt. Sinai for forty days. Ex. 25:40; 24:18 


It was to be one whole piece made from 
pure gold. Ex. 25:31, 36 


The gold was to be beaten. It could 
have been poured into a mold—that 
would have been a much easier job; but 
God required it to be beaten. 

Ex. 25:31, 36 


The measure of gold used was one 
talent. Ex. 25:39 


The candlestick had one main shaft with 
six branches. Three branches came out of one 
side of the shaft and three branches came out 
of the other. Ex. 25:32 


The historian, Josephus, says that “the 
branches were parallel one to another.” 
This way, the candlestick was perfectly 
balanced. If one branch was to be cut 
off, the whole candlestick would fall 
useless. (Hardinge)

The candlestick represents Jesus. His 
faithful followers will pattern their lives after 
His life. Rev. 1:13, 20; Jn. 1:4, 9, 12; 8:12; 12:46 

It is our privilege to hasten His coming. 
When His character is perfectly reproduced in us, 
He will come to claim us as His own. COL 68, 69 


Gold is the symbol of Divinity (review 
from pages 32, 113). Job. 22:25, margin 
“One whole piece” points to the Father, 
Son, and Holy Spirit, working as one in 
character and purpose. Jn. 10:30; Mat. 28:19 
The faithful followers will be one with the 
heavenly family. Eph. 4:4-6 
Pure gold points to the purity of Jesus. 


“Beaten” suggests tribulation. Jesus was 
“wounded for our transgressions, bruised for 
our iniquities...” Isa. 53:5; Heb. 2:9, 10; 5:8 
(Study DA, chapters 7 and 9, for children and 
youth.) He suffered everything that mankind 
will ever have to face. 

The purification of the people of God 
cannot be accomplished without suffering. 
Jesus will work with us and refine us until His 
own image is reflected in the molten mass. His 
hammer (His Word) is the fire. Mal. 3:2, 3;

He is seen in 
the midst of the seven candlesticks in the 
sanctuary in heaven.

Again we see the number four which speaks 
of Jesus. (Continue to watch for it as you study.) 


The almond speaks of Jesus. He was 
resurrected before Pentecost. He, “the first 
fruits,” represented the great harvest of people 
to be gathered for the Kingdom.

Here we see a type of new life. That which 
Jesus gives each person who gives his life to 
Jesus daily.

He searches the earth “to show Himself 
strong in behalf of them whose heart is perfect 
toward Him.”

Jesus’ faithful workers have the privilege 
of hastening the coming of Jesus.

Jesus wants to give us the eyes of perfect 
understanding.

3. Flowers 
—The branches were ornamented with 


exquisitely wrought flowers, 
resembling lilies. PP 348 
—Strong’s Concordance, #6524, 


Hebrew, defines “flowers” as to break 
forth as a bud, to bloom, to spread, to 
flourish, etc. 


Under each pair of branches was an extra 
knop. With its ornamental base, it had 70 
ornaments in total. It was placed along the 
southern wall. Ex. 40:24

Solomon described Jesus as the lily of the 
valley. S. Sol. 2:1, 2 
Hosea used the term lily when referring 
to Jesus. Hos. 14:5 

Lilies are a very lovely, delicate flower. 
They convey the feeling of gentleness, 
meekness, and quietness. 

Jesus’ faithful followers are to grow in 
grace (His character) and in good works. 
David says the righteous will flourish like 
palm trees. Ps 9212, 13 


Jesus, “the Light of the world,” said that 
His followers are the light of the world, and 
that “a city set on a hill cannot be hid.” 
Jn. 8:12; Mat. 5:14 
John saw the lighted candlestick in the 
heavenly sanctuary. Its position was before the 
throne of God. Rev. 4:5 
(The table of shewbread, p. 132, symbolized 
God’s throne in the holy place. In 1844 God 
moved from this throne to the one in the Most 
Holy Place where He is now. See The Holy Days 
and Feast Days, pages 205, 233.)

There was a lamp in the shape of an 
almond on the top of each branch and on the 
top of the main shaft: that made seven lamps.

Into each of the seven lamps was poured 
pure olive oil which had been beaten. It was 
to cause the lamps to burn continually, never 
to go out. Ex. 27:20; Lev. 24:2-4 


The oil was beaten “to cause the lamps 
to burn always;” “before the Lord 
continually.” Ex. 27:20; Lev. 24:2

Again we run across the number seven. 
It always speaks of completion. 
John uses the term “eyes” for “lamps.” 
He says they are “the seven spirits of God, sent 
forth into all the earth. Rev. 4:5; 5:6 
The eye is a symbol of the complete 
understanding and knowledge which God 
gives through the Holy Spirit to those who ask 
Him and obey Him. 
Jn. 14:26; 16:13; Acts 5:32; Eph. 1:17, 18 
John also refers to these lamps as the seven 
candlesticks. He tells us they are the seven 
churches. Rev. 1:20. It is Jesus who walks from 
church to church, from congregation to 
congregation. 7BC 956. Each person in each 
church around the world has one or more of the 
spiritual conditions mentioned in Revelation 2 
and 3. We need to study those conditions 
prayerfully. In some cases we must let the Holy 
Spirit help us overcome; others need 
strengthening. (Study 7BC 956-967) 
The almond-shaped bowl is a symbol of 
Jesus (p. 147). It also symbolizes the heart of 
the faithful followers of Jesus. ABC 1180 


Again we see oil—the Holy Spirit and the 
character of Jesus. Without the Holy Spirit in 
us our characters can never become like Jesus; 
without it we can never let our lights shine 
properly; without its teaching we can never 
be able to tell the differences between truth 
and error. COL 408 

Oil is connected with joy, gladness, 
prayer, healing, and blessings—all gifts from 
heaven to us. Ps. 23:5; Heb. 1:9; Jas. 5:14 

Beaten oil tells us that the Holy Spirit has 
shared the suffering that our salvation cost. It 
shares in the sufferings of Jesus’ faithful 
followers now. 


When we realize the suffering that all 
heaven went through for our salvation, we 
shall long to let our lamps burn—not fitfully, 
but constantly. 2 Tim. 4:2; Phil. 2:15; Mat. 5:14

morning while the incense was burning on the 
altar. Ex. 30:7; Num. 8:3 


“dresseth”—Strong’s Concordance 
defines the word with many terms, 
among which is “trim,” #3190, Hebrew 


Each evening the high priest lighted the 
lamps while the incense was burning on the 
altar. Ex. 30:8; Num. 8:3 


At this time the multitude of people in 
the camp around were bowing in prayer. 
Lk. 1:9, 10; PP 353, 354 
The lamps were originally lighted from 
the brazen altar in the courtyard. 
(Hardinge) See PP 348. 


A couple of objects were used in 
connection with the lighting and trimming of 
the lamps. They were tongs and snuff dishes 
made of pure gold. Ex. 25:38 

The tongs were used for picking the 
remains of the burned wicks, ashes, fallen 
trimmings, or bits of dross out of the lamps. 
Those bits of dross and the trimmings 
from the wicks were placed in the snuff 
dishes to be carried outside of the 
sanctuary to be disposed of. 


The tent-tabernacle had no windows. 
“The lamps were never all extinguished at one 
time, but shed their light by day and by night.”

Jesus is our High Priest. He, through the 
Holy Spirit, is the one that lights our lamps. 
Heb. 3:1; 8:1 
Trimming the lamps in the morning 
caused them to shine in their fullness. As we 
kneel to pray each morning and invite the 
Holy Spirit to fill our lives, we too will shine 
in our fullness. 
Lk. 11:13; Jn. 14:2,6; Acts 5:32; 1 Jn. 3:22 


In the evening as we kneel at our altar of 
prayer, the Holy Spirit will enlighten our 
minds. As He guides us in a review of our 
day’s work, He shows us the things that we 
did or thought that were not pleasing in the 
sight of Jesus—things that brought dishonor 
to Jesus’ character. Jer. 17:9, 10 

At that moment we have a chance to 
confess and ask for forgiveness. 


(Review p. 141.) 


The cross (brazen altar) is the spark from 
which Jesus’ faithful followers are lighted. 


Tongs suggest the discipline which 
produces more light. God’s Word is that tool 
(sword) which removes the dross from our 
lives. The more we learn of Jesus’ love for us, 
the farther awayfrom our affections (and from 
the living temple of God) are the things of the 
world which we once held dear.

We are not to quench the Spirit, so that 
our light will be able to shine continually by 
day and by night. 1 Thess. 5:19 


Seven Complete Turns 
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Help the high priest put the lamp back on the top of the branch after he has dressed or 
filled it with oil. 

Start at the arrow and go along the lines. Each time you change a direction, it is counted 
as one turn. Use only seven turns to arrive at the candlestick. (Two routes possible.)

The Christian’s sole purpose in life (after accepting Jesus’ free gift of salvation and giving 
his heart to Jesus) is to give light—to show the world what God is really like.

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The Most Holy Place was the place where God met with His people. It was the most 
sacred place in the sanctuary. In it was the sacred Ark. 

Covering the Ark was the golden mercy seat with its two golden angels guarding over 
all. Between and above the cherubim was the Shekinah Glory. It was the visible representation 
of God. 

From the courtyard (the place of justification), through the holy place (the place of 
sanctification), to the Most Holy Place (the place of glorification) is the path to the very throne 
of God, which was symbolized in the wilderness sanctuary. 

What does it mean for us who are alive now, today; we who are awaiting the second 
coming of Jesus? For is it not the Most Holy Place experience into which we must enter in 
order for us to join the Heavenly Family?

The Ark was two and a half cubits long, 
a cubit and a half wide, and a cubit and a half 
high. It was covered inside and outside with 
gold.

Four rings of gold were cast. Each was 
attached to a corner of the Ark. Staves of shittim 
(acacia) wood covered with gold were passed 
through the rings.

Often when the high priest 
offered incense upon the altar the 
divine glory which came down upon 
the mercy seat filled both places (holy 
and Most Holy) so full that the priest 
had to back away, back to the door of 
the tent-tabernacle. PP 353, 349

The flaming sword—the word “placed” in Gen. 3:24 is the same Hebrew word for “dwell” in Ex. 25:8, 
“shâkan.” The sword was placed among the cherubim to keep the way to the tree of life. The way to the 
tree of life was to be kept open for those who would eventually find their way back to God. Jesus is the 
way. Jn. 14:6; See Strong's Concordance, #7931, Hebrew, for “placed” and “dwell.” 

The burning bush that Moses saw—The bush was the acacia tree. The wooden parts of the sanctuary 
and all the furnishings were made from the acacia tree. The tent-tabernacle was shining inside with the 
brilliance of the glory of God, just as the bush was draped with His glory. 

The pillar of fire and pillar of cloud—The pillar of fire led the Children of Israel through the wilderness. 
When it moved, they followed. When it stopped, they stopped and set up the sanctuary with the Ark 
directly under it. Jesus is the light and the fire. Where He led, they followed. Where He leads, we must 
follow. The Bible, if studied and obeyed, will lead us, as the Children of Israel were led by the pillar of 
fire. See 4T 312. 

The fire that came down with God upon Mt. Sinai when He gave the Ten Commandments—See PP 303 - 305. 
The brightness of Moses’ face when he came down from Mt. Sinai with the Ten Commandments—By 
beholding Jesus (looking at Him seriously by reading about Him and praying a lot), we may also become 
changed into the same glorious likeness. 2 Cor. 3:18 

The fire that consumed Elijah’s sacrifice, altar and all—The Shekinah Glory can be a consuming fire. 
Only those who have the commandments written in their hearts, have the character of Jesus, despise 
deceit, accept no bribes, don’t listen to things about killing, and close or turn their eyes away from evil 
sights will be able to live with the Shekinah Glory. See Isa. 33:14-17; Lev. 10:1, 2. (The Shekinah Glory 
destroys sin. If sin is part of the life, then that life is consumed with the sin.) See Isa. 4:4. 

The cloven tongues of fire at Pentecost—This was the visible sign that the disciples had received the 
outpouring of the Holy Spirit. They had just spent ten days in earnest prayer during which they had put 
away all differences, united in deep heart-searching, and drew together in holy fellowship. 

Jesus dwelling in us—God the Son dwelt in the tent-tabernacle among the children of Israel. He desires 
to live in our hearts by His Holy Spirit. Lk. 11:13; Acts 5:32

1 Cor. 15:49-52 
Itis called the Reward Room because when all the sins of the righteous have been blotted 
out and Jesus comes, He says, “My reward is with Me. . .” Rev. 22:12 
There is a crown for every overcomer. Rev. 2:10 


When Solomon’s Temple was built, the Ark was placed in the Most Holy Place of the 
Temple. It remained there until the prophet Jeremiah hid it in a cave in the mountains before 
the Babylonian captivity, lest it should fall into their hands. It will be brought forth in the last 
hours of this world’s history. The law will be brought forth to be shown in the heavens to 
those living on this earth at the time of Jesus’ second coming. That law is the great standard 
by which all will be judged. Ps. 97:6; Rom. 2:12; Jas. 2:12 


Questions for your own research: 
Is the Ark still in that cave? 
Are the Ten Commandments still in it? 
What happened to the rod that budded and the pot of manna? 
Where were the sanctuary walls, hangings, furnishings, etc. stored at the time Solomon’s 
Temple was built? What became of all those things?

Shittim wood is that which comes from a species of tree called the Acacia. It is a small tree 
which survives in dry regions where little else can grow. Small, twisted, weather-worn 
branches bear strong slender white thorns. The fruit is a bow-shaped pod. Its wood is 
hard, close-grained, and very durable. It is especially suitable for cabinet work. Exodus 
26:15 states that the boards were “made.” The size of the branches and tree indicates they 
were cemented together. SDA Bible Dictionary, “Shittim,” “Acacia.” 


The tabernacle was a set of three squares. This is in keeping with the idea of everything 
pertaining to the sanctuary as being laid out in squares. (See pages 10, 113.) We see the 
three squares in its 30 cubits length and 10 cubits width. Actually, we see three cubes. This 
is especially seen in the Most Holy Place being an actual cube—10 x 10 x 10. 

If all eight boards on the west end were the usual 1 1/2 cubits wide we would geta 
total length of 12 cubits. That would be inconsistent with the pattern of squares and cubes. 
Whereas, with six boards at 1 1/2 cubits each and two boards at 1/2 cubit each, we get 10 
cubits. That is in keeping with the pattern of cubes and Squares. 


. The Israelites had just come from Egypt where they had been steeped in the customs and 


rituals of various types of pagan sun worship. It had become so ingrained in them that 
God had to teach them a whole new way—His way. Ps. 77:13. Much of the pagan sun 
worship had been acquired by slowly compromising with the ways of Egypt. When one’s 
daily life is exposed to such things constantly, it creeps into the life slowly. One compromise 
leads to another. 

Those of us who claim to be followers of Jesus often have pagan customs in our lives. 
Customs that have crept there—some rather boldly and others more subtly. We need to 
study carefully the history of our holidays (Halloween, some aspects of Christmas, 
Valentine’s Day, St. Patrick’s Day, and Easter). We need to study carefully the subjects of 
Sunday sacredness, dress and adornment (jewelry, rings, cosmetics, etc. Isa. 3:16-26). We 
need to understand what is behind the occult and check the history of the following: secret 
organizations, lodges, secular music, art, education, psychology, games and sports, etc. 
We need to be cautious, pray much, and let the Holy Spirit give us wisdom to tell the 
difference between truth and counterfeit. Jn. 14:26. Earnest seekers of truth will set aside 
counterfeits. Rev. 18:1-4; 14:6-12. New, joyful, happy, and innocent activities will take their 
place. Unless we strive to find replacements, Satan will make the joyous life in Jesus seem 
dull and distasteful. (Study DA 150-153 carefully.) 


D. History tells us that this veil was renewed every year (F.C. Gilbert; 1BC 1107). How could this 
be done? Was it replaced? If it was taken down and replaced every year, that would ruin the 
beautiful and perfect symbolism of Christ dying once for all. Heb. 10:10. It would have also 
allowed those who hung it to see into the Most Holy Place. Only the high priest was allowed 
that—and only once a year. Even then he went in with fear and trembling lest he die in the 
brightness of God’s glory. Heb. 9:7; Lev. 16:11-13. 

If anew veil was put up every year, there would have been 40 new veils made during the 
wilderness journey, 500 new veils made before the permanent temple was built in Jerusalem, 
and more than 1500 made before Jesus’ death. That seems rather ridiculous, so what could it 
possibly mean? 

The word “renewed” does not necessarily mean to rebuild or remake. It also means to 
“renovate, to restore to a former state or to make fresh.” Webster, 1828 ed. Since the blood was 
sprinkled upon this rich drapery and upon all the furniture of the sanctuary, how were these 
stains removed? That blood represented sin and sin cannot be removed by washing even “with 
nitre” and “much soap.” Jer. 2:22. The most satisfactory and biblical answer comes to us from 
EC. Gilbert, a converted Jew and expert on the Jewish economy. He states that on the Day of 
Atonement this rich drapery, like all other parts of the sanctuary where blood had been sprinkled 
or touched, was “miraculously restored” to its original purity. On that day the blood of the Lord’s 
goat was used to cleanse the sanctuary of the sins of the people. Lev. 16:7-9, 15-19. 


E. The Hebrew for “badger” is tachesh. There is some discussion as to what animal this is. 
Some historians say it is a type of goat skin; others translate it to be a type of antelope 
(Strong’s Concordance). Some Bible margins translate it as a porpoise (Nelson), or seal 
(Oxford). One historian says it is a seal. The seal was a marine animal found in the Red Sea. 
It had a dark brown or black skin that was tough and durable, and was often used for shoe 
leather or soles. Such a coloring would have made a complete protection for the beautiful 
gold interior. (After careful study and consideration, this author has decided it was probably 
a seal skin.) See PP 347. 


F. The goat and some goats’ hair probably came from Egypt, because the Egyptians gave the 
Israelites spoils (payment) for their many years of labor. Ex. 12:35, 36; 25:2-8. It is safe to say 
that it was white. The hair of the angora goat is white, long, and silky. The goats from Kashmir, 
India, were also white. Egypt (at that time being the wealthiest nation of the world) traded 
from countries all over the world. 


G. When God chose to give the Ten Commandments in written form on the two tables of stone, He 
called Moses, Aaron, Nadab, Abihu, and seventy elders to come away from the camp and have 
a special worship service with Him. At that remote place they “saw the God of Israel.” Under 
His feet was what we might call a smooth, clear floor or platform made from a hard transparent 
bright blue gemstone, sapphire. Ex. 24:1, 9, 10. God stands on blue. Ezekiel 1:26 and 10:1 refer to 
His very throne as looking like a sapphire stone. God sits upon blue. God's and Jesus’ character— 
the law, the Ten Commandments—are the same “yesterday, and today, and forever.” Heb. 13:8. 
They stand and sit upon eternal truth. They instructed the Children of Israel to put blue ribbands 
on the hems of their clothing to remind them of that law. Num. 15:38-41. 

The very table of shewbread with its blue cloth was a symbol of God’s throne. The two 
stacks of cakes represented God and Jesus on the throne. Heb. 1:3. The left stack being the seat 
of God, and the right stack being the seat of Jesus. 

Perhaps, as some have commented, the Ten Commandments were written on tables of 
blue stone. Possibly they were actually sapphire gemstones. 
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Appendix, continued 


H. Each cake was made with two tenth deals of flour. The S.D.A. Bible Dictionary, for “deal,” and 
“ephah, IL,” indicates that this is equivalent to about four quarts of flour. Josephus (a Biblical 
historian) states that this is equivalent to three and one-half pints. 

Four quarts of flour would work up into a very large mass of dough. Being unleavened, 
it would have to be rolled or patted out as flat as possible, thus insuring thorough baking and 
leaving no doughiness in the center. 

The table of shewbread was two cubits long (about 44 inches) and held two stacks of bread. 
Using the four quart measure, one cake could have been as much as 21 or 22 inches in diameter 
and three to five inches thick. Thus each stack could have been as much as 18 to 30 inches high. 
Using three and one-half pints of flour, the cakes could have been two to three inches thick. Thus 
each stack could have been 12 to 18 inches high. Regardless of who is correct, we can readily see 
the cakes of shewbread were anything but small. They provided plenty of food for Aaron and his 
sons who ate the bread and performed the service of the sanctuary. Lev. 24:5-9. 


I. For what were the dishes, spoons, bowls, and covers used? In Hardinge’s book, Outline Studies 
of the Sanctuary, we read that the dishes were used for carrying the bread, the spoons were 
used as censers or incense cups, the covers were flagons, and the bowls were used to pour out 
the drink-offerings. Webster’s Dictionary, 1913 edition, defines flagon as “a vessel. . . with a 
handle and a spout and usually a lid, but sometimes merely a large bulging bottle.” 

Strong’s Concordance sheds some interesting light upon several of the words. “Bowls,” 
#4518, Hebrew, is translated “a sacrificial basin (for holding blood).” “Covers,” #7184, Hebr ew, 
is translated “from an unused root meaning to be round; a jug (from its shape).” 

On the table of shewbread we see the three phases of Jesus’ atoning work: the bread—His 
broken body for us; the drink-offering poured out upon the brazen altar (see Vol. 3, p. 82)—His 
blood which dripped to the ground from the cross; the incense—His merits (goodness) presented 
to God in place of our badness. The bread and wine on the table also suggest the table of the 
Lord's Supper. Immediately following the ordinance of foot washing (seen in type at the laver) 
came the Lord’s Supper. Jn. 13:4-30; Mk. 14:22, 23; Lk. 22:14-20. As we rededicate our lives to 
Jesus and are cleansed again by the washing of feet, we also renew our commitment and show 
our faith in His sacrifice for us by eating the broken bread and drinking the fresh wine. Are we 
willing to take part in His self-sacrificing suffering? Are we willing to daily feed on the Bread 
of Life and drink from the Fountain? 


J. (3) Itis only because of Jesus and through Jesus that we can come to the Father. Jn. 14:6. Jesus 
receives our requests when we pray “in His name.” Because Jesus has claim on the Father we 
do, too. See SD 120. 

To pray in Christ’s name means much. It means we are to accept His character, manifest 
His spirit, and work His work. DA 668. 


(4) When we pray, if we do not get what we ask for the first time, we should ask again; and if 
not the third time, or the hundredth time, we should 80 on praying until we do get it. However, 
we must do much thinking before we ask God for anything. We must be sure that what we ask 
for is according to His will. And how do we know what is according to His will? Those things 
that He has promised are always according to His will. And how do we know what He has 
promised? Search diligently in His word for His promises. Then we will know what they are. 
We can claim those promises. “The honor of His throne is staked for the fulfillment of His 
word unto us.” Study COL 139-149; SD 297; See The Power of Prayer, p. 130. 
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(5) The Father did not fail to hear Jesus. It was for our sakes that the cup (Jesus’ terrible 
sufferings and death) was not withheld. 

Paul suffered from a problem with his eyes. It bothered him so much that he asked the 
Lord three times to deliver him from it. God said, “No, My grace is sufficient for thee.” 2 
Cor. 12:7-9; 6BC 1107. God allowed Satan to touch him in that one area so that Paul would 
not become proud. 


(6) To pray in the Holy Spirit means to pray as the Holy Spirit inspires us and guides us to 
pray. Also to pray in the Spirit requires that we surrender our will (choices) and ourselves to 
God completely, without holding back anything. Disobedience to any of His commands grieves 
the Holy Spirit. See The Power of Prayer, p. 137, 141, 142. In Acts 5:32 we find that those who 
receive the Holy Spirit are those who obey God. See COL 147. 


(9) Do we indulge in sharp, unchristian traits of character? If we have grieved or wounded 
others, we are to confess our faults and ask forgiveness. It is important that we confess to one 
another so we can pray for one another. Confession is also important so that our prayers will 
be answered. Jas. 5:16; COL 144. 


(10) What is an idol? An idol is anything that gets placed before God. A man can make his wife his 
idol. If he does things to please his wife that do not please God, he is making an idol of her. “He is 
not on praying ground.” The same goes for the wife. Children can become idols. “How many 
Christian fathers and mothers are allowing forms of amusement and social entertainments, and 
other things in their homes that they know are displeasing God, but their children want them?” 

Many make idols of a position in society, or idols of their reputation. They put aside the 
pure and holy conversation to that of frivolity and even the off-color at times. They often attend 
events or entertain, doing those things that do not please God. See The Power of Prayer, p. 158-161. 


(12) Many times we pray with a selfish purpose in mind. Often we do not realize that. Often 
our selfishness is refined and our prayers sound good and even proper. Examples would be: 
a husband or wife prays that his/her companion may be converted so there will be unity and 
peace in the home; a parent, relative, or friend prays for a specific individual to be converted 
because he can’t bear for that person to be lost; ministers or the members of a church pray for 
revival that there may be an increase of members or that the church may have more prestige in 
the community. All these requests are good and pure and sound. However, our motives in any 
of these prayers are mostly a type of refined selfishness. 

Then why should we pray for conversion, revivals, and the baptism of the Holy Spirit, 
etc.? That God may be glorified—because we cannot bear any longer that God be dishonored 
by the frivolity, worldliness, wickedness, and unbelief of man today; or by the preaching of 
error even in the pulpits of today. But that God be glorified and honored by the preaching of 
truth, and by obedience to it; by the ceasing of rebellion, by a high standard of living, and by 
the conversion of sinners. Yes, that God be glorified is the real reason for prayer for conversion, 
revival, and the baptism of the Holy Spirit. Yes, that God be glorified now and through eternity. 
The Power of Prayer, p. 148-154; SD 296. 


(13) If we want God to answer our prayers, we must study the Bible diligently each day to find 
out what His commandments (His character and will for us) are, and do those commandments 
and His will every time we find it. God is under no obligation to do what we ask when we do not 
meet His requirements. Oh yes, sometimes He does answer “yes” but He still is under no obligation 
to answer. It is not enough that we do the things that God specifically commands us to do. We are 
also to do the things that are pleasing in His sight. There are many things that would please Him, 
although He does not specifically command them. When we have a close enough relationship 
with Him, we sense what these are. See COL 139-149; SD 297. See The Power of Prayer.

(14) Is God talking of $$ only? What about the matters of judgement, mercy, and faith? 
Mat. 23:23. What about those things the offerings of the ceremonial law pointed to in the 
life of the Christian today? (See Vol. 3, The Offerings, beginning on p. 69.) 


. Bezaleel formed the candlestick by beating it. In order to do that, the gold had to be heated to 


nearly a molten stage and allowed to cool enough for hammering. This is called annealing. 
The process was repeated many times. If the metal smith stopped annealing too soon, the 
gold became crystallized and cracked into pieces. 

It was by bruises, chastisement, and stripes that Jesus, the Light of the World, was 
perfected. Isa. 53:5; Heb. 5:8. Peter tells us not to think it strange when we are tried by some 
fiery trial. 1 Pet. 4:12. It is the fiery trials that make us willing to go to God’s Word and seek 
His advice. We become submissive to the fire and to the hammer of the Word. It shapes us. 
Jer. 23:29. (Webster, 1955, states that annealing is also tempering the mind or will, etc.) How 
fitting it is to know that when we are willing, God’s Word, through the Holy Spirit, makes 
our minds and wills (choices) suitable to reflect the character of Jesus. See Jas. 1:12. 

Jesus told us a story about talents. It is found in Matthew 25:14-30. The man who received 
one talent buried it in the ground (earth). Here is symbolized several important truths. Hiding 
talents is like despising or rejecting the gifts from heaven (even if there is only one), not 
improving any gift given, and neglecting to be faithful and careful in those things that seem 
small or insignificant but yet need attention. The ground or earth points to a life of selfishness, 
a life of serving one’s own interests, and a life of worldly pursuits. 

The candlestick was the most beautiful symbol of the Christian life. Special gifts of the 
Holy Spirit (1 Cor. 12:8-11; intelligence, physical powers, speech, influence) are given to us to 
be put to work in Jesus’ service. They are the lights that lighten the world, and show what 
Jesus is really like. Lk. 16:10; 1 Cor. 6:20; 2 Cor. 5:15; Mat. 5:16. See COL 325-365; Strong’s 
Concordance, #1093, Greek, “earth.” 

As for the height of the candlestick? After comparing several sources, this author tends to 
agree with Hardinge that it was left up to Bezaleel as to how tall he wanted to make it. Likewise, 
it is left up to each faithful follower of Jesus as to how high he wants to lift his Light. He can lift 
up the Light just as high as he permits God to strengthen him. Every talent dedicated to and 
used for Jesus will be improved by Him, and others will be added as we are ready for them. 

Each branch of the candlestick was a symbol of Aaron’s rod that budded. Num. 17:8 The 
dead, dry rod that budded, blossomed, and bore almonds symbolized the resurrection. Each 
branch of the candlestick had a lamp shaped like an almond on top—a hollow dish. Jesus was 
the life, and that life was the light of men. Jn. 1:4. We can never hold up the light until we have 
that new life that buds, blossoms, and bears fruit to God. Each stage of growth points to the 
stages of our growth in Jesus. We see it in Mark 4:28 when Jesus used the illustration of “the 
blade, then the ear, after that the full corn in the ear.” At each stage of growth we can be 
perfect. Yet there will be continual growth in being more and more like Jesus. COL 65. 

The almond-shaped lamps were like hollow dishes. Each one had a peg beneath it that 
fitted into a hole in the top of each branch. This made it handy for each one to be removed, 
cleaned, filled, and a new wick put in place. The used robes of the priests were torn into 
ribbons and braided into wicks. The robes were white linen—symbolic of Jesus’ righteousness. 
It is His righteousness that glows in the darkness of this life. 

Each person is to light His own wick (soul) at the altar of prayer. Solomon tells us that the 
spirit of man is the candle of the Lord. Prov. 20:27. How often should this candle be lighted and 
dressed? Well, how often was the candlestick in the tent-tabernacle to be lighted and dressed? 


Every morning and evening. Who did this work? The high priest. Who is to light 
our candle? Jesus, through the Holy Spirit, must dress it every morning and light it every 
evening (and continually all day long) or it will spark and burn with the strange fire of 
our human kindling—fire from Satan’s spark. Unless we are kindled by the spark from 
heaven we will misrepresent Jesus before our family (first), our friends, and whoever our 
lives touch for the day. 

Jesus talks about our lights. We can put them on a candlestick. Where is the candlestick? 
Rev. 1:20. We might think that we can shine apart from the church, but we cannot. We can only 
be an added spark to the light already shining from the church. 

Our lights can be like a city set on a hill. That which is on a hill can always be seen—like 
a lighthouse. Jesus said, “If Ibe lifted up from the earth, I will draw all men unto Me.” Jn. 12:32. 
Jesus, the Light of the world was lifted up—was crucified—upon a cross, upon a hill. When 
we are drawn unto Him, we seek Him, we find Him. The Holy Spirit will fill us with the oil of 
gladness even as Jesus was filled. Ps. 45:7; Heb. 1:9. Our minds will be lighted morning and 
evening by the afterglow of Golgotha. We will lift Him up. 

Our Light can be hidden under a bushel, under a bed, or in a secret place. Mk. 4:21; Lk. 
11:33. A bushel is a symbol of the human standard of success. We can allow the gain of this life 
to put our Light out. A bed is a symbol of laziness and lust. Both can put out our Light. A 
secret place is a symbol of a secret sin in our lives. That, too, can put out our Light. 


L. The omer of manna put into the pot was a reminder of the same amount of manna that was 
to be gathered each day for each person during the wilderness journey. Ex. 16:4-21. However, 
on the sixth day of the week (Friday) they were instructed to gather twice the amount— 
two omers of manna. They were to bake or seethe (boil) all of it on the sixth day so that no 
cooking would be needed on the seventh day—Sabbath. Ex. 16:22, 23. This was to be a test 
for them. 6T 355. 

Here is the pattern God set for His faithful followers to copy in preparing food for the 
Sabbath. “The Lord is no less particular now in regard to His Sabbath than when He gave 
the. . . special directions to the Children of Israel. . . . Those who neglect to prepare for the 
Sabbath on the sixth day, and who cook food upon the Sabbath, violate the fourth 
commandment, and are transgressors of God’s law. All who are really anxious to observe the 
Sabbath according to the commandment will not cook any food upon the Sabbath. They will, 
in the fear of that God who gave His law from Sinai deny themselves, and eat food prepared 
upon the sixth day, even if it is not as palatable.” 35G 253, 254. This is a solemn injunction (a 
legal order, command from a court, Webster) from God upon Sabbath-keepers. 

But the question is asked, “Is there no exception, is God that rigid, that arbitrary?” 
Our God, the great Lawgiver, is a God of compassion as well as of justice. Did He not say, 
“Is it lawful on the Sabbath day to do good. . . or save life?” Lk. 6:9; Mat. 12:12; Mk. 3:4. Did 
He not say, “The Sabbath was made for man, and not man for the Sabbath.” Mk. 2:27. 
Likewise, did not He say that although we pay attention to exact instructions in many 
important matters we often omit weightier matters such as judgement (fairness), mercy, 
and love? Mat. 23:23. 

“The sick and suffering require care and attention upon the Sabbath, as well as upon the 
other six days of the week. And it may be necessary for their comfort to prepare warm food 
and drink upon the Sabbath. In such instances, it is no violation of the fourth commandment 
to make them as comfortable as possible.” 3SG 254, 255. “While cooking upon the Sabbath 
should be avoided, it is not necessary to eat cold food. In cold weather let the food prepared 
the day before be heated. Let the meals, though simple, be palatable and attractive.” 6T 357. 
(For further study on such an important subject as Sabbath-keeping see the following: 
Ex. 20:8-11; Isa. 58:13, 14; Mat. 12:1-13; DA 207, 281-287; PP 295-297; 6T 349-368; 3SG 253-255.) 
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M. The eight natural remedies to prevent illness and recover from illness are found in the story 
of the manna and associated events. The eight natural remedies are as follows: nutrition, 
exercise, water, sunlight, temperance, air, rest, and trust in Divine Power. MH 127. 

Can you find them in the story of the manna? Here are some thought starters; you supply 
more. Nutrition—complete balanced nutrition which pointed to the diet God gave to mankind 
when He created the world. Gen. 1:11,,12,,29, Exercise—physical labor in gathering the manna. 
Water—provision of water for drinking and sanitation along with the manna. Ex. 17:6. Sunlight 
(God’s doctor)—early morning rays of the sun upon the gatherers just as they were finishing 
their task. Temperance—only the best quality food, and only an omer for each person, which 
supplied plenty, but discouraged overeating even on God’s good food. Air—early morning 
fresh air with deep breathing that goes along with the exercise of bending. Rest—up early to 
discourage laziness and lust. Trust in Divine Power—complete faith in God to supply every 
need. (Important study information can be found in the following: Gen. 1:11, 12, 29; Gen. 7:2; 
Lev. ch. 11; Deut. 14:3-21; Isa. 66:17; Dan. 1:8; 6T 368-379: MH: all.) 


N. The Bible gives the name of only one of the two cherubim that stands in honor by the Son of 
God. It is a wonderful thought that this angel is the “one chosen to open the purposes of God 
to sinful men.” DA 99. That angel is named Gabriel. He took the place of Lucifer who was the 
“anointed, covering cherub” until he rebelled in heaven and had to be cast out. Ezek. 28:14, 15; 
Lk. 10:17, 18. He is called an angel of the Lord. He stands in the presence of God. In the Bible we 
are told that Gabriel came in the following situations: foretelling the birth of John the Baptist, 
foretelling the birth of Jesus; sent to Mary; came to Jesus’ side in Gethsemane; came to John on 
the Isle of Patmos; and came to Daniel to give him understanding regarding the 2300 days.

An added feature the wave sheaf symbolizes is baptism. Baptism is to remind us of the 
resurrection. As Jesus was laid in the tomb, so the person to be baptized is laid in the watery 
grave. As the first fruits of the resurrection were taken to heaven when He went, so rising 
from the watery grave of baptism is a promise of the resurrection of the faithful child of God.

Pentecost came in seven weeks from the 
day of Jesus’ resurrection. In the book of Acts, 
chapter two and verse one, we read the words, 
“fully come.” That means seven full weeks 
had passed. 

Strong’s Concordance, #4005, Greek, 
defines “Pentecost” as fiftieth from 
Passover. 

The Rabbis believed that the Feast of 
Harvest was given to commemorate the 
giving of the law on Mt. Sinai. That occurred 
52 days after the Passover. (Hardinge) 

As Jesus Christ was glorified on the day 
of Pentecost, He will be glorified again in the 
closing work of the gospel.

At the time of Pentecost men from all parts 
of the then known world had gathered at 
Jerusalem to meet the requirement set by God. 

Acts 2:5 


At this time those in the room where 
they had gathered received the baptism 
of the Holy Spirit. In Acts 2:1 we are 
told that “they were all with one 
accord.” Then they received the Holy 
Spirit and began to speak in other 
tongues (verse 4). See Appendix H. 


This celebration pointed to the 3,000 
souls, the spiritual harvest gathered as the 
result of Jesus Christ’s personal work. These 
3,000 pointed to the final ingathering of souls 
on earth—the great harvest at the world’s end.

Paul was thinking of this reference when 
he spoke of the lump being holy. Rom. 11:16

person who gives his heart and life to Jesus. It 
goes through the whole being and changes 
that person into a new person with new 
thoughts, desires, and ways.

Those celebrating this feast were to 
“rejoice before the Lord.” They were to 
remember about their freedom from Egyptian 
bondage. Deut. 16:11, 12 

The feast was an object lesson of 
redemption. They were to think of 
what Jesus would do for them. They 
would be given the Bread of Life that 
they might break it to the world. 

DA 77; COL 220, 221 


The children of Israel were to make 
freewill offerings at this feast, according to 
how God had blessed them. They were to 
bring offerings of gratitude for the harvest 
which the early rain had brought. 

Deut. 16:10; Ed 42; PP 311 


(At the time when the temple was built, 
the Lord asked that all necessary temple repairs 
be done at the Feast of Harvest. In doing this 
they acknowledged that they were dependent 
upon God as the giver of all good things.) 


The celebration was also called the Feast 
of Weeks.

At Pentecost the believers sold all their 
possessions and goods for the Lord’s work.

Here we see an expression of God’s will 
for His people. He wants them to come to Him 
for help to cleanse their soul temple from 
everything that would defile it. He wants them 
to continually have such a close connection with 
Him that they may be able to take part in the 
latter rain when it shall pour out. RH 7/20/1886 


The events of the day of Pentecost will 
be repeated with even greater power. John 
speaks of it in Rev. 18:1. 


Summary: In the Feast of Harvest we again see Jesus Christ. This time we see the fruit of His 
labors. As a result of choosing Jesus as Lord and Saviour of every aspect of their lives, 3,000 
souls received the Holy Spirit. Acts 2. In turn, many more were taught about Him, accepted 
Him, gave their lives to Him, and received the Holy Spirit. 

This all points to the latter rain experience of Rev. 18:1, when the final ingathering of 
souls will take place at the end of the world. 

Those who enter into the spirit of the early rain will receive this latter rain experience just 
like the disciples did. They will consecrate everything they have—self, possessions, and 
talents—to the closing of the Lord’s work. See TM 507.

TRUMPETS 


Ethanim 1 


THE FIRST ANGEL 
1833 
“ _.In the seventh month, in the first day of the month, shall ye 
have a sabbath, a memorial of blowing trumpets, an holy convocation. 
Ye shall do no servile work therein, but ye shall offer an offering made 
by fire unto the Lord.” 


= Leviticus 23:24, 25 
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The trumpet was used both for music and for ceremonies. It was used on their joyful days 
and on their solemn days. It was to be a reminder to the Children of Israel of the Lord their God. 


Num. 10:10 


God instructed Moses to make two silver trumpets for calling their assemblies and for 
directing their journeys. Num. 10:2. At the blowing of one trumpet, the princes from each 
tribe came to the door of the tabernacle. At the blowing of two trumpets all the people were to 
come to meet at the door. Num. 10:2-8. At the beginning of each month it was blown over 
their burnt-offerings and over the sacrifices of their peace-offerings. Num. 10:10

On the first day of the seventh month, the 
trumpets were blown to announce that the 
Day of Atonement was drawing near. 

Lev. 23:24-27 


This day was kept as one of the 
ceremonial sabbaths. It was one of the seven 
days of holy convocation (gathering or 
assembling of the people for religious services) 
connected with the annual feasts. It was a day 
of rejoicing; a day which the Lord had 
commanded the people to keep with joy and 
gladness. Lev. 23:23; Num. 29:1; PK 662 


On this day the children of Israel were to 
do no work of any kind. Num. 29:1 


Strong's Concordance, #5656, Hebrew, 


defines “servile” as work of any kind; labor, 
ministry, office, tillage, use, etc.

This corresponds with our month of 
October. 

The First Angel’s Message of Rev. 14:6, 7 
announced that the antitypical (real) Day of 
Atonement, the investigative judgment, was 
at hand. See Joel 2:1; Mal. 3:1-3; GC 424; 

also Appendix I, and the next chapter. 


At the time of Jesus’ triumphant entry 
into Jerusalem, it would have been 
impossible for the people to have fulfilled 
the prophecy of Zechariah 9:1 with great 
rejoicing had they known He was not going 
to take the earth as His Kingdom. Centuries 
later, they, in the years of 1834 - 1844, could 
not have given the First Angel’s Message 
with power and joyfulness had they known 
that Jesus was not coming again in October 
of 1844. Jesus could not come until the people 
had fulflled the symbols to which the 
wilderness sanctuary pointed. 

See next chapter. 


Those who gave the First Angel’s 
Message did no labor for personal gain. Their 
emphasis was “Get ready for the coming of 
Jesus.” They lived off of what people donated 
to them. 


TYPE 


This feast was “a memorial” to be 
celebrated before the Lord God. Two trumpets 
were to be blown, at which time the people 
were to assemble at the door of the tent- 
tabernacle. Num. 10:3; Lev. 23:24 


Extra sacrifices were made at this feast. 
(The regular sacrifices and offerings for the 
beginning of each month are listed in verses 
11 - 15 of Numbers 28. Besides the monthly 
offerings, there were the extra offering for the 
Feast of Tabernacles. They are listed in verses 
1 - 6 of Numbers 29.

The time is coming when the trumpet of 
the Lord will again call all the faithful children 
of God before His throne. That trumpet will 
not only shake the earth, but also the heavens. 
It will be heard in the depths of the ocean and 
seas. The whole earth will resound with the 
great multitude of redeemed, as both the 
living and resurrected saints gather to meet 
their Lord in answer to the trumpet call. They 
will hear their Saviour say the promise given 
in Matthew 25:35.

Those who proclaimed the First Angel's 
Message sacrificed much. They “took joyfully 
the spoiling” of their goods.

Summary: The first day of the seventh month heralded the Day of Atonement, which came 
ten days later. In the symbolic services of the wilderness sanctuary, the people of God met for 
special worship services at the beginning of each month and upon the seventh-day Sabbath 
of each week. On the first day of the seventh month was an extra special service. (Notice the 
significance of the seventh month and seventh day connection—seven being a complete 
number, and seven as God’s chosen worship day from creation week.) The people met in 
obedience to the clear notes of the silver trumpets. 

When the earth is made new, the redeemed will assemble before the Lord at the call of the 
heavenly trumpets; on each Sabbath and on each new moon they will respond.

INVESTIGATIVE JUDGMENT 
October 24, 1844, to the close of probation 


“. . in the seventh month, on the tenth day of the month, ye shall afflict your 
souls, and do no work at all. .. .For on that day shall the priest make an atonement 
for you, to cleanse you, that ye may be clean from all your sins before the Lord. 
And the priest. . shall make an atonement for the holy sanctuary, and he shall 
make an atonement for the tabernacle of the congregation, and for the altar... .” 

Leviticus 16:29, 30, 32, 33 

“. ..Unto two thousand and three hundred days; then shall the sanctuary be 

cleansed.” Daniel 8:14 
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The Day of Atonement, or the Day of Judgement, which fell on the tenth day of the 
seventh month was the day on which all the ceremonies of the year began to reach their end. 
The purpose for this day was to completely remove sin from the whole camp. For in symbol, 
type, or shadow, the confessed sins of all the people had been transferred into the sanctuary 
during all the year. (The cleansing of the sanctuary as described in Leviticus 16, which took 
place once a year, is the process of how these sins were removed.) 

Just as this service took place on the tenth day of the seventh month, so the cleansing of 
the heavenly sanctuary will take place near the end of Christ’s priestly ministry. This cleansing 
of the heavenly sanctuary makes it necessary to examine the records—an investigative 
judgment (see diagram on pp. 236, 237). When this cleansing is finished, which takes a number 
of years to complete, it is done forever; it only happens once—no yearly repeats such as those 
which took place in symbol will ever be needed. Heb. 9:7, 11, 12 


The high priest, who did not sleep the night before, reviewed all his tasks. He alone 
would carry out the service. At dawn he began by washing himself and all the animals to be 
offered that day. He inspected each one, one by one, inch by inch, to make sure each would be 
absolutely without blemish. If one had even as much as a pimple, it could not be used. 

As the sun rose, he slew the first animal of the morning sacrifice. Perhaps it took two 
hours to skin, cut, dissect, wash its parts, and offer it on the altar. After that, he carried on the 
regular duties of preparing the candlestick and offering incense on the golden altar.

Another reason for the high priest’s 
simple dress was because he entered the Most 
Holy Place not as an important person in the 
Hebrew camp, but seeking God’s forgiveness 
for himself as well as the entire congregation. 


d. white linen mitre; Strong's 
Concordance, #4701, Hebrew, 
defines “mitre” as the official 
turban of a King or high priest; 
diadem, etc. Lev. 16:3, 4 


e. the breastplate and shoulder 
stones which had the names of 
the tribes engraved in them.

Jesus was both sin-offering and burnt- 
offering for us. (See Vol. 3, p. 64-72.) 


Jesus was baptized as an example for us. 
He also was baptized because He had taken on 
humanity. Rom. 6:3, 4; Acts 2:38; 5BC 1078 


Jesus laid aside the royal robes of heaven. 
He came to this earth to take upon Himself 
humanity (garb Himself with the robes of 
humanity). He was our servant and sacrifice— 
both priest and victim. He showed that His 
character was the opposite of that of Satan. 
He stepped lower than just taking on 
humanity— He humbled himself even unto 
death. Phil. 2:8; Isa. 53:5; DA 25; AA 33 


When Christ entered the Most Holy Place in 
heaven, he entered in the confidence of His perfect 
life—He bore no sins of His own. Therefore, He 
entered in the full glory of the High Priest's 
garments, as Mediator and Judge. EW 251 


Jesus wears holy garments as He stands 
before the judgment seat (throne) of the Father 
in the heavenly sanctuary. He is our High 
Priest, representing humanity to the Father. 
Heb. 3:1 (The golden girdle was what John 
saw in vision. Rev. 1:13.) 


Jesus also knows and bears our names 
before the Father. He does not forget us. He 
confesses the names of the overcomers before 
the Father and angels. To doubly reassure us, 
He lifts His hands to show the nail prints.

Now the high priest was ready to enter 
the Most Holy Place. He followed a specific 
order as he did his work there. 


1. He brought two kids for a sin-offering 
and presented them before the door of 
the tent-tabernacle. Lots were cast 
upon them. One became the Lord’s 
goat and the other became the 
scapegoat. Lev. 16:5, 7,8 


2. He killed a young bullock which had 
also been brought. It was for an 
atonement for himself and his house. 

Lev. 16:6, 11 


3. He then went into the holy place, took 
the golden censer full of burning coals 
of fire from the golden altar, a handful 
of the sweet incense, and stepped 
inside the Most Holy Place. He then put 
the incense upon the coals in the censer 
so that the cloud of incense filled the 
Most Holy Place, covering the 
Shekinah glory so he would not die. 
Walking toward the Ark, he stepped 
between the two rods and placed the 
censer on the mercy seat of the Ark. 
Then he went out and got the bowl of 
bullock’s blood and brought it into the 
smoke-filled Most Holy Place. With his 
finger he sprinkled the blood upon and 
before the mercy seat seven times. This 
completed the atonement for himself 
and his family. Lev. 16:11-14

The young bullock’s blood is the symbol 
of Jesus’ shed blood for sinners. 


Here again we see the Holy Spirit and the 
role It plays in this work. 


Here is a repeat of the symbol of Jesus’ 
character. Just as the high priest carried the 
incense into the Most Holy Place, Jesus 
presents His own character to the Father in 
place of the repentant sinner as his name 
comes up in the investigative judgment. 

All this is a repeat of the symbol of prayer 
combined with the power of the Holy Spirit 
and merits of Jesus as He stands in the 
presence of the judgment throne. (See Vol. 4 
p. 139-143 for detailed information.) 


Seven is another repeat of the symbol of 
completion. Jesus’ blood made the full and 
complete atonement needed to redeem us.

4. After sprinkling the bullock’s blood, he 
sidled to the southern end of the veil 
and stepped out of the Most Holy 
Place. He went out into the courtyard 
and killed the kid (Lord’s goat) upon 
which the Lord’s lot had fallen. He 
brought the blood of the Lord’s goat 
into the Most Holy Place and did with 
it as he did with the blood of the young 
bullock. Lev. 16:15 


Coming back into the holy place, the high 
priest did several more things: 

1. He mixed the blood of the bullock and 
the Lord’s goat and put some upon the 
horns of the golden altar and sprinkled 
it seven times upon the altar and upon 
the veil. This was the cleansing 
ceremony for the altar and veil, since 
they’d had so much atoning blood 
sprinkled upon them throughout the 
year. Lev. 16:16-19 (The cleansing is a 
miraculous cleansing. No soap and 
water used here! See Vol. 4, “The Veils,” 
p- 125, 171)

Jesus Christ bore our sins and made the 
atonement for us. It was His blood that made 
the necessary repairs to rejoin us to the Father. 

This sin bearing that Jesus did took place 
in two phases, and now is in its third phase.

His blood. He may dispose of them as He 
wishes.

work, the scapegoat, Azazel, was 
brought (probably to the door of the 
tabernacle). Here the high priest, who 
then symbolically carried in himself the 
sins which the people had confessed 
and which had been transferred to the 
sanctuary, laid his hands upon the head 
of the scapegoat. He confessed all those 
sins “over him.” Azazel now bore those 
sins and was “sent away by the hand of 
a fit man into the wilderness,” “a land 
not inhabited,” a land of separation. 
Lev. 16:8, margin; 16:20-22, plus 
margin. “Azazel” is the Hebrew term 
for the devil. 


. He took off the white linen garments 


(holy garments) and left them in the 
holy place. Lev. 16:23 


. He washed himself in water. Lev. 16:24 
. He put on his regular garments and 


went out into the courtyard to make a 
burnt-offering for himself and the 
people. Lev. 16:24 


. In addition, he burnt upon the altar the 


fat of the young bullock and Lord’s 
goat. Thus the court was cleansed from 
all uncleanness. Lev. 16:24

When Jesus has finished all His work of 
investigating all the cases, He comes out from 
the Most Holy Place of the heavenly sanctuary. 
He announces the eternal destiny of every 
soul. Every case is decided for eternity. 
Probation is forever closed. All who wait until 
then, hoping to be saved, will find it too late. 
There is no High Priest to plead their case 
before the Father. Rev. 22:11, 12; EW 279, 280 


Jesus will pause for a moment in the holy 
place to place all the confessed sins upon the 
head of Satan, who is to bear the guilt and 
punishment for them. For 1,000 years he will 
be left on this earth, as it lies in complete ruin, 
to think about what he has done. 

Ps. 7:16; Rev. 20:1-3; Jer. 4:23-27; Zeph. 1:2, 3; 
EW 280, 281; GC 653-661 


(It is important that this 1,000 years take 
place so that the righteous who have been 
taken to heaven can investigate those same 
books and see why the unrighteous have not 
been taken to heaven.)

He, along with all those 
who have not confessed their sins and have 
become so identified with it, will be burned 
to ashes in the fire that rids the earth of sin.

The year of Jubilee plays an important part in all of this. 
See chapter 8, “The Jubilee,” pp. 219-222. 


At the end of the burnt-offering and the 
burning of the fat of the sin-offering, a man 
carried the remains outside the camp. There, 
he burned those remains. Then he washed 
his clothes and bathed before coming back 
into camp. Lev. 16:27, 28 


Jesus Christ comes to set in order this 
earth. He gathers out from among the faithful 
followers “all things that offend” and do sinful 
things, and casts them into the furnace of fire.

The fit man who led the scapegoat out 
into the wilderness also washed his clothing 
and bathed before coming back into camp.

From the evening of that day, they began 
a new year’s experience with their Lord. Their 
record was now a clean one. The sanctuary 
was also clean. 


Summary: The Day of Atonement for ancient Israel involved four things: 1) The blotting out 
of sins; 2) the cleansing of the sanctuary; 3) the judgment; and 4) the sealing work. Likewise 
for modern Israel it is the same. While our High Priest is doing His work of investigation in 
the Most Holy Place of the heavenly sanctuary, anyone who realizes that he is a sinner can 
come confessing his sins and be forgiven and covered with the righteousness of Jesus Christ. 
While Jesus pleads, “My blood, My blood,” there is hope for the repentant sinner. But when 
He comes out of the Most Holy Place, the door of mercy is closed forever. 

After that 1,000 years, the final cleansing is done. Not only will the faithful be one with 
God, but the entire earth will be restored. Isa. 62:4. Sin will never rise again to deform the 
earth. It will be the beautiful home of the redeemed forever.

God expected the Children of Israel to live for Him and serve Him faithfully each day in 
the year. However, on the Day of Atonement they were to meet special requirements. The 
actions of a man on that day practically decided the life or death of a man. It was a day of 
investigative judgment. 

Likewise, down through the ages God has expected and accepted the service of His 
faithful followers. However, when the Day of Atonement came in 1844 and the investigative 
judgment opened in the heavenly sanctuary, God expected, and still expects His people to 
meet special requirements. Just as the high priest of the ancient services faithfully fulfilled 
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his special part (in type) on that day, Jesus Christ is faithfully fulfilling His special part (in 
antitype) now in the courts of heaven. 

Each one of the Children of Israel was accepted by his individual work on that day. 

Lev. 23:29, 30. 

So today, we as individuals answer for ourselves before God. Satan will be pressing 
upon us all the knowledge and the wisdom he has gained in the past 6,000 years. He is out 
to deceive and to distort the truth in all the ways he can. His warfare against man and the 
One who loves man is growing more intense as the Day of Atonement (Investigative 
Judgment) comes to a close. 

The people living now will have to go through an experience different than any other 
generation was required to go through. He requires this so that they might be strongly fortified 
against the attacks of Satan and not be overthrown by his lying, deceiving, and distorting 
ways. Let us look at God’s requirements for ancient Israel and how they point to what we are 
to be doing now so we will have clear thinking abilities to see Satan’s deceits.

Let us often think of the work of our High 
Priest in the heavenly sanctuary so we will 
not have our minds filled with pursuing the 
pleasures of this earth.

Jesus gives 
us a special warning regarding this in 
Luke 21:34-36. He uses such words as 
“surfeiting” and “drunkenness.” 
Surfeiting means overeating. One can 
cloud the mind and ruin the health by 
overeating, even on the best foods.

In Proverbs 23:20, 21, the glutton 
and drunkard are classed together. A 
glutton is one who overeats. 


Even Jesus was our example in 
appetite. Upon entering His earthly 
ministry, Jesus met this temptation.

Even from His childhood He was 
taught to control His desires.

The faithful follower will choose 
none but good, healthful food, and 
only as much as is sufficient for good 
health and a clear mind. 


The faithful followers of Jesus will also 
make an offering during this great Day of 
Atonement. Jesus desires that each person 
dedicate the entire life to Him.

No one can do this who does not daily 
accept Jesus as his sin-offering, and by faith 
know that he is completely forgiven (justified).

The Day of Atonement was kept as a 
ceremonial sabbath (see p. 189 to see the 
difference between a ceremonial sabbath and 
the seventh-day Sabbath). All work was set 
aside and the whole 24 hours was given to 
thinking of, seeking for, and serving God.

Summary: If an individual among the Children of Israel failed to keep the requirements of the 
Day of Atonement as God had directed, his sins were not then among all of those confessed over 
the scapegoat by the high priest. He bore his own sins and was cut off (removed, excommunicated, 
destroyed, etc. Strong’s Concordance, #3772, Hebrew; The Hebrew-Greek Key Study Bible, Lexical 
Aids to the Old Testament) from among the people of God. We, living now, cannot take these 
things with a “grain of salt,” or dare think we can ignore or sidestep the work God asks us to do 
during this time. Jesus Christ, our High Priest, cannot plead our cases before God if we ignore 
that work. Our names at last will be blotted out (cut off) from the Lamb’s Book of Life. 

God is watching us. Who will fulfill the antitype? Who will not stop from joining together 
with fellow believers? Who will search the soul in prayer and study for any known sin or 
neglect of duties? Who will seek with constant effort to have the character of Jesus? Who will 
keep a clear mind by controlling the appetite? Who will dedicate his or her soul, life, body, 
and interests to God to be used for His glory? Who will not let the “cares of this life” crowd 


out God’s work or a study of His Word?

THE SECOND COMING 


“And ye shall hallow the fiftieth year, and proclaim liberty 
throughout all the land unto all the inhabitants thereof; it shall be a jubilee 
unto you and ye shall return every man unto his possession, and ye 
shall return every man unto his family.” 


Leviticus 25:10 
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The seventh month of the year brought more of the ceremonial sabbaths and feast days 
than any other month. For that reason most writers call it the sabbatical month. This month, 
Ethanim (later called Tishri after the Babylonian exile), brought the Feast of Trumpets on the 
first day, the Day of Atonement on the tenth day, the Feast of Tabernacles on the fifteenth day, 
and the Jubilee. In every fiftieth year on the tenth day, immediately following the close of the 
Day of Atonement, the Jubilee was declared. It occurred at least once in the lifetime of every 
individual who lived out all his years of natural life. It was not a feast day or holy day, but it 


was a whole year of rejoicing with much extra time to seek the Lord. 
Since the Jubilee of years ago pointed forward to the great Jubilee (second coming) to 


come, let us look at the symbolism. 


TYPE 


The Jubilee began immediately at the end 
of the 49th year at the close of the Day of 
Atonement. The day, being a very solemn 
occasion, led into the most joyous of sabbath 
days. When the confessed and forgiven sins 
of the people were borne into the wilderness 
by the scapegoat, they realized what God had 
done for them. Just as God had willingly 
forgiven their sins, they were prepared to 
forgive the debts of and release their fellow 
man from servitude and restore him back to 
his own land. Lev. 25:8-10; PP 532, 533 


The blast of the trumpet throughout all 

the land announced the Jubilee. Lev. 25:9 

History states that every Israelite was 

provided with some kind of trumpet. 

When the hour came, nine blasts were 
blown. 


The blowing of the trumpet announced 
liberty to all. Anyone who had been 
sold into slavery or was working as a 
servant to pay for debts was set free. 
Lev. 25:10, 13, 14, 47-54

Here we see symbolized the second 
coming of Jesus. Very soon after the 
announcement recorded in Revelation 22:11, 12 
is given—that the investigative judgment is 
over—Jesus heads toward the east, from where 
His coming is seen by every human eye.

He purchased us, 

and the land, with His own blood so we might 
possess it and live on it once again—forever.

The keeping of the weekly seventh-day Sabbath always was and always 


will be a sign that we belong to God. In resting on that day, attending worship 
services, and spending more time in Bible study and prayer, we are letting 
God know that we not only belong to Him, but that our time, possessions, 
and whatever we have also belong to Him. Ezek. 20:12, 19, 20 


Summary: All the commands regarding the Jubilee pointed forward to the second coming of 
Jesus—the great antitypical Jubilee. Then, “the Lord shall comfort Zion: He will comfort all 
her waste places: and He will make her wilderness like Eden, and her desert like the garden 
of the Lord: joy and gladness shall be found therein, thanksgiving and the voice of melody.”

THE NEW EARTH 


“Speak unto the Children of Israel, saying, The fifteenth day of this 
seventh month shall be the feast of tabernacles for seven days unto the 
Lord. On the first day shall be an holy convocation; ye shall do no servile 
work therein. Seven days ye shall offer an offering made by fire unto 
the Lord. On the eighth day shall be an holy convocation unto you; and 
ye shall offer an offering made by fire unto the Lord; it is a solemn 
assembly; and ye shall do no servile work therein.” 

Leviticus 23:34-36 
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The Feast of Tabernacles also had three other names: the Feast of Ingathering, the Harvest 
Festival, and the Harvest of Ingathering. Ex. 23:16. 

After the wilderness journey was over and crops were planted as well as harvested, the 
people began to keep this feast. All the able-bodied men and boys from 12 years and older 
were required to go to Jerusalem, to appear before the Lord at the Temple on Mt. Moriah— 
God’s Holy Mount. Deut. 16:16; Ex. 23:14-17. Many of the women also attended. In fact, 
whole families from many lands came to this crowning festival of the year. Deut. 16:14. The 
people did not worry that their heathen neighbors would maraud their home while they left 


them empty. They had been assured that their homes would be divinely protected during 


that time. Ex. 34:24. 


All along the journey there was much social fellowship and worship. There was much 
time for outdoor recreation. Stories of God’s leading and care in the past were repeated as 
they traveled. The commandments were chanted, in order to fix them in their memories. 

There was much hospitality shown during the days of travel and the eight days of the 
festival. Both on the journey and in Jerusalem the family doors were opened to the poor, 


stranger, and youth. MH 353, 354. 


Let us look at both the type and antitype in this crowning festival of the year. 


TYPE 


The Feast of Tabernacles began on the 
fifteenth day of the seventh month. It was to 
be held after the last harvest had been 
gathered in and the labors had ended. It was 
to be held in celebration of the ingathering of 
the fruits of the year. Lev. 23:39 


This feast began only a few (5) days after 
the Day of Atonement. It continued seven 
days. The first and eighth days were 
celebrated as ceremonial sabbaths. (See p. 189 
for an explanation of the difference between 
a ceremonial sabbath and the seventh-day 
Sabbath.) Lev. 23:27, 34 

Not only was this a feast of rejoicing for 
the fruits of harvest; but it was a feast of 
rejoicing for the year’s cleansing of the 
confessed sins laid up before the veil in the 
tent-tabernacle.

God was to be called to the minds of the 
people. 

It pointed to the great day of final 
ingathering when Jesus will send forth His 
reapers (the angels) to gather in the harvest 
of faithful souls. The wicked will be destroyed.

After the investigative judgment is done 
in the heavenly sanctuary and Jesus leaves the 
Most Holy Place, He will come ina short time. 
He will then gather His faithful followers and 
take them to heaven where they will see the 
glory He had with His Father “before the 
world was” made.

During this time the people lived in 
booths. The booths were made from the 
“boughs of fruit trees, branches of palm trees, 
and the boughs of thick trees, and willows of 
the brook.” Lev. 23:40 

These booths were made in the 
streets, on the housetops, in their 
courts, and in the courts of the temple. 
Wherever there was room these 
booths were put up. 

They were to remind the people of 
the tents they lived in during their 
wilderness wanderings. Along with 
this they were to be reminded of their 
deliverance from Egyptian bondage. 

Nehem. 8:15, 16; Lev. 23:42, 43

Here we see the camp life pointing 
forward to the 1,000 years in which the 
redeemed will live in the New Jerusalem 
before the earth is made new. John calls it the 
“camp of the saints.” Rev. 20:9 


As the faithful followers of Jesus journey 
through this wilderness of sin and sorrow, 
they are privileged to watch (by faith) our 
High Priest and His work in the Most Holy 
Place of the heavenly sanctuary. They also can 
look forward to freedom from sin’s bondage 
and to an earth made new. 


A Homemade Booth

Along with living in booths, the temple 
at night was lighted with lamps. In fact, all of 
Jesuralem was lighted. It appeared as a 
beautiful forest with lights. This was done in 
remembrance of the pillar of fire at night that 
was over the camp during their wilderness 
wanderings. 


All who were Israelite-born could take 
part in this feast. Lev. 23:42 
However, being a time of rejoicing 
and recalling how God had brought 
them into this land, “the strangers and 
the fatherless and the widow” were to 

share in the feast. 
During the eight days of rejoicing 
the Lord was praised for His goodness 

and mercy. 


Each person was expected to bring a 
thank-offering to the Lord. They were to be 
as liberal as they were able. Offerings were to 
be brought from the orchards and fields. 

Deut. 16:13-17 

Also, burnt-offerings, meat-offerings, and 

drink-offerings were offered. Lev. 23:37 


On the eighth day the crowning service 
was celebrated. The day was begun when the 
priests gave a long, shrill blast on their silver 
trumpets, followed by the answering 
trumpets. Choirs of Levites sang and the 
people joined. They also shouted with glad 
shouts from their booths.

Here we see again the coming of the 
Messiah. As the radiant lamps of the temple 
lighted up all around, so Jesus was to come— 
the source of spiritual light which was to bring 
light into the darkness of the world.

In every offering and in every service was 
the symbolism which pointed, not only to 
Jesus, but to the beautiful home of the 
redeemed. Each was a signpost on this 
pathway of life, pointing toward the heavenly 
home. (See Volume 3, beginning on p. 64, for 
details on these offerings.) 


These blasts on the silver trumpets 
pointed to the blowing of “the trumpet of 
God” at Jesus’ second coming. “The dead in 
Christ” shall be called from their graves and 
the living will join them “to meet the Lord in 
the air.” 1 Thess. 4:16, 17. With shouts of joy 
the redeemed will cry, “Lo, this is our God’ 
we have waited for Him....” Isa. 25:9

A priest dipped a flagon into the Kedron 
(the stream that flowed outside the walls of 
Jerusalem) and filled it with water. With the 
priest lifting it up high, he marched to the 
sound of music and the chanting of portions 
of Isaiah 12 and Psalm 106 and 122. He entered 
the temple courts. At the side of the altar were 
two silver lily-shaped basins. As the priest 
poured the water into one basin, another priest 
poured a flagon of wine into the other basin. 
The wine and water mingled together as it 
flowed through a pipe back to the Kedron.

This water symbolized that which flowed 
from the smitten rock in the wilderness. Jesus, 
the smitten Rock, would give this water (a 
symbol of the Holy Spirit) to the people at the 
time of His glorification.

The law (Christ’s character) shows us 
where we fall short and where our 
deficiencies (debts) are. The requirement of 
the law is that all who do not measure up 
must pay the debt in full—death. Christ 
came to release us from that penalty and give 
us the chance to start over again. When we 
accept His righteousness, His forgiveness, 
and His death for our sins, we have our debt 
completely cleared; and we are released to 
start fresh. Rom. 3:23-25; 1 Jn. 3;4,5 


Summary: The Feast of Tabernacles was held to celebrate the final ingathering of the year’s 
harvest, and God’s leading and guidance through the wilderness. It pointed to the final 
ingathering of the faithful, the second coming of Jesus, and the new earth. 

“Well would it be for the people of God at the present time to have a Feast of 
Tabernacles...so should we gratefully call to mind the various ways He had devised for 
bringing us out from the world, and from the darkness of error, into the precious light of His 


grace and truth.”

“In the evening” is translated “between the evenings.” Ex. 12:6, margin. 
History explains how time was “told” in Bible times. The night hours were called 
“watches.” The day hours were called “hours.” (Study the illustration below.)

In Bible times evening began at the sixth hour (our 12 noon) and continued until the 
twelfth hour (our 6 pm). At that hour, night timekeeping began, which they called “watches.” 

The Passover lamb was killed “in the evening” or “between the evenings.” Ex. 12:6, 
margin. The ninth hour is exactly between the evenings. 

An interesting quote in 1BC 1108 says that Christ was nailed to the cross between the 
third and sixth hours; that is between nine and twelve o’clock. When we look at Luke 23:44, it 
reads that it was about the sixth hour when the conversation with the thieves took place 
(verses 39-43), and “there was a darkness all over the earth until the ninth hour.” At that hour 
Jesus died (verses 44-46). 


History tells us that a rod was passed from the lamb’s throat to its anus so that it could 
be rotated. The chest cavity was spread out with another stick at right angles to the rod. 
Thus the Passover lamb had been spitted on a cross of wood for 1,500 years. With no bones 
broken (crucified) the lamb was eaten with bitter herbs (likely endive or similar greens). 

History also tells us that a cup of wine was used at the Passover. Since the Passover 
occurred in March there were no fresh grapes, because they ripened in August. Thus they 
reconstituted raisins to get the wine. They could have used fermented wine, but 
fermentation represents sin and death. Jesus had no sin, and His body did not begin to rot 
in the grave, so nothing fermented would be used in these symbolic services. Ps. 16:10; 
Acts 2:27; 1 Jn. 3:5. Water brings out the juice in the raisins. Here we see two things: 1) The 
blood and water coming from Jesus’ side. It is His blood which made atonement for sin, 
and water that cleanses from sin. 2) We also see the water as the baptism of the Holy Spirit. 
One who is filled with the Holy Spirit is experiencing that cleansing and having victory 
over sin. (See Lev. 17:11; Jn. 19:34; 1 Jn. 5:6; 1:7, 9.)

The first day of the feast (Abib 15) was kept as a ceremonial sabbath. So was the last 
day (Abib 21). Note that the last day was on a Friday. There was a big difference between 
a ceremonial sabbath and the seventh-day Sabbath. Ceremonial sabb aths were those special 
days (convocations) that were kept because they were shadows or pointers to the services 
or work of our High Priest (Jesus) while He was here on earth and now while He is in the 
heavenly sanctuary. (See Lev. 23:1-8, 15, 21, 24, 27, 34-36, 38, 39.) 

The seventh-day Sabbath was the day on which God rested from all His work of 
creation. He not only rested, but He blessed and sanctified it. Gen. 2:2, 3. About 2,500 
years later, God spoke from Mt. Sinai, “Remember the Sabbath day to keep it holy.” It was 
a spoken reminder that He had rested from all His work of creation on that day—the 
seventh day; and He wanted all His created beings to do so, too. Ex. 20:8-11. 

Now let us look at another aspect of creation. It took much work to create this world 
with all its variety of vegetation, animals, and man—all in a perfect state. But it took much 
more work on the part of Jesus to recreate it with its humanity lost in sin. As the Lord God 
rested on the Sabbath from His work of creation, He rested on the Sabbath from His work 
of redemption. Just as creation had been completed on the sixth day, so had the work of 
redemption. His followers rested, also. He had taught them obedience to His Father's 
holy law. See Mat. 5:17, 18. 

The Sabbath was doubly blessed after Jesus died. Not only was it a memorial of 
creation, but it became a memorial of redemption, as well. Thus the seventh-day Sabbath 
is like a bridge. It spans all time. The following diagram illustrates this:

Hardinge explains leaven in a most interesting way. “Jesus says, ‘Beware of the leaven 
of the Pharisees,’ which is hypocrisy! The Pharisees believed in righteousness by works. 
They were hypocrites. They had two standards. One standard they failed to live up to 
themselves. Let us beware of having two standards. We often palliate our own weakness. 
That is Phariseeism. ‘Beware of the leaven of the Sadducees,’ which is materialism. The 
Sadducees did not believe in the supernatural nor in the after life. They were materialists. 
This life was all that mattered. Beware of that philosophy. ‘Beware of the leaven of Herod,’ 
which is politics. Herod was an Edomite, descended from Esau. He was no Jew, but a 
temporizing politician who waded to the throne through blood. He believed in power as 
a creed. Beware of the leaven of Herod.” Shadows of His Sacrifice, p. 78 
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We say that Jesus rose on the third day because in Bible times any part of the day was 
considered one day. The first day was the day of the Passover, even though the Passover Supper 
was eaten in the evening; the second day was the seventh-day Sabbath; the third day was the 
wave sheaf even though the resurrection took place in the morning. 


It is interesting to note that this was more than just a few stalks with their heads of grain. 
An omer of grain is about 1/10 ephah. Webster defines “ephah” as a bushel, which is about 32 
quarts. 1/10 of 32 = quarts. 


Ancient Israel had a lunar calendar which they followed with great care. Usually each month 
was 30 days long. They were counted from one new moon to the next. Sometimes the calendar 
called for a 29-day month. The lunar year, being 11 days shorter than the solar year, had to be 
matched some way. Therefore the Israelites sometimes had to add a thirteenth month to the year. 
This gave them some leap-year days to deal with. Thus their pattern of leap-year days repeated 
itself in cycles of nineteen years. The Bible Almanac, p. 44. 

God gave directions for certain feast days or festivals to be celebrated on certain days of 
specific months. “Abib” was the name of the first month of the year. Ex. 23:15. The Passover, Feast 
of Unleavened Bread, and Wave Sheaf celebration took place then. Barley was harvested then. (After 
the Exile, they called this first month “Nisan.”) The next celebration, the Feast of Harvest, was held 
during the month of Sivan. The summer harvest of wheat took place then. Ex. 34:22. The third feast, 
the Feast of Tabernacles, was celebrated during the fall month of Ethanim, which was later called 
“Tishri.” Ex. 34:22. This took place at the close of all harvests. The Bible Almanac, p. 44. 


When the word “tongues” is mentioned anywhere in the Bible, it means dialect or languages. Get 
a good Greek Lexicon and check the word “tongues.” It will most likely be assigned the number 1100. In 
every instance, it explains the word as dialect, language, or native tongue. 

The term “one accord” is important. For a church or body of believers to receive the Holy 
Spirit, they must all be in “one accord.” What is this referring to? “It was after the disciples had 
spent ten days in supplication, after all differences had been put away, and they had united in deep 
heart searching, drawing together in holy fellowship, that the Spirit came upon them, and Christ's 
promise was fulfilled. Then there was a wonderful outpouring of the Holy Spirit.” RH 10/27/1910. 
“No longer were they a collection of independent units or discordant, conflicting elements. No 
longer were their hopes set on worldly greatness... Christ filled their thoughts, the advancement of 
His Kingdom was their aim. In mind and character they had become like their Master...” AA 45. 


The Feast of Trumpets came ten days before the Day of Atonement. The trumpets were blown 
all over Israel, telling the people that the solemn Day of Atonement was coming ten days later. Since 
this feast was announcing the typical Day of Atonement, we should expect some message to be given 
in loud, clear language telling the whole world when the antitypical Day of Atonement (Investigative 
Judgment) would begin in heaven, Dan. 7:9, 10. In Daniel 8:14 we are told that it (the heavenly 
investigative judgment) would begin at the end of the 2300 prophetic years. Beginning with the years 
of 1833 and 1834 and reaching through the next ten years down to 1844, the message of “the hour of 
His judgment is come” (Rev. 14:6, 7) was given to the world in loud, clear language. See Appendix P. 

William Miller and many others, after studying Daniel 8:14, preached that the sanctuary would 
be cleansed toward the end of 1844. They thought that this text applied to the immediate coming of 
Jesus to this earth to cleanse it and judge it. They did not understand at the time that Daniel 8:14 
connected with the ancient sanctuary and pointed to the work being done in the heavenly sanctuary. 

Hundreds of others joined William Miller in America to proclaim this message. Irving 
Edwards, with other dedicated men, preached the same message in England. Joseph Wolff and 
others trumpeted it in Asia and other parts of the world. See GC 352-355. 


During the ten years before the tenth day of the seventh month (Jewish time) in 1844, every 
civilized nation on earth heard the message, “the hour of His judgment is come.” Rev. 14:6, 7. That 
message came due at God’s appointed time in this world’s history. (See Appendix P.) 


The words “cast down” in Daniel 7:9 translate out as “to be set or placed” (Strong’s 
Concordance, #7412, Hebrew, and RSV). Thus it can be read, “I beheld till the thrones were set or 
placed...” The custom in Bible times was to “cast down” seats for guests. 

Daniel saw in these verses (7:9, 10) the Father’s throne changed from its position (see Vol. 4, “The 
Table of Shewbread,” p. 132) in the holy place of the heavenly sanctuary to the Most Holy Place. Myriads 
of angels were gathered together to witness the scene and minister to the Father as He took His seat 
upon the throne in the Most Holy Place to judge (investigate) the inhabitants of this world. 


Type: The priest had been ministering in the holy place every day of the entire year. Heb. 9:6. 
Now on the Day of Atonement he entered the Most Holy Place for that one day only. Lev. 16:2; 
Ex. 30:10; Heb. 9:7 

Antitype: From the time that Jesus had left the earth (the courtyard) to go to heaven, His 
work had been in the holy place of the heavenly sanctuary. Heb. 8:1, 2; Rev. 1:12, 13. The Apostles 
understood this. For as soon as Jesus Christ left earth and went to heaven, they began to preach 
that the work of the earthly priesthood was over—the work had been transferred to the sanctuary 
above. Acts 2:30-35. The blood of Jesus was the only blood of any value anymore. 1 Jn. 1:7. 
People would find forgiveness in Him alone and in His blood with which He was ministering 
for sinners. Acts 2:38. John saw Jesus doing this in the holy place in heaven. Rev. 1:12, 13. Jesus 
remained to minister in the holy place until the antitypical Day of Atonement began (Oct. 24, 
1844). The faithful followers not only received the blessing of finished forgiveness, 1 John 1:9, 
but will have their confessed sins removed and blotted out. 

As October, 1844 begins, the Father is seated upon His throne. The angels who have ministered 
to those whose names will come into review or investigation (Heb. 1:14) are surrounding Him and 
waiting to obey His commands. But something is missing. Daniel now sees myriads of angels 
bringing the Saviour in to the Father in triumph. Dan. 7:13, 14. Why not? Many soldiers on earth 
have carried in triumph on their shoulders their courageous commander who has led them to 
victory on the battle field. Now their Commander, Jesus Christ, the Archangel, who has led the 
angels in many a battle, has come to receive His Kingdom and claim His subjects. These angels 
fought under Him when Satan and his demons were cast out of heaven; they stood back to watch 
Him die a horrible death to buy back the human race; they sped (and still speed) quickly at His 
command to save many an individual from being overcome by Satan. Why not bear Him in triumph 
before the judgment seat where the books reveal one record after another? Here Jesus confesses the 
name of every overcomer before the Father and the angels. Daily He stands there rebuking Satan 
who resists Him. Zech. 3:2; Rev. 3:5 (See Appendix P). 


After slaying the bullock and catching some of its blood in a basin, he left it for a helper to 
stir so it wouldn’t coagulate. Going into the holy place he got the golden censer, into which he 
placed some live coals from the golden altar. Taking a handful of incense, he went to the northern 
end of the veil that separated the holy from the Most Holy. With his elbow he pushed back the 
heavy curtain enough so that he could step inside. 

Upon stepping into the Most Holy Place he put the incense in the censer and the room was 
filled with the fragrant smoke of the incense. Now there was a veil of smoke between him and 
the Shekinah Glory. (No mere human being, no matter how sinless he is, can stand in the presence 
of God without a veil between. Also, if there had been any known sin in the life of the priest, or 
the members of his family, for which he had not made confession, he would have been struck 
dead instantly. History tells us that a rope was tied around the ankle of the priest. The people 
waited anxiously as the high priest carried out his duties. If it seemed to take an unusually long 
time, the people became terrified, fearing that an unconfessed sin of theirs, or of the priest, had 
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caused him to die. He would have to be pulled out with the rope. When the people once again heard the 
bells on the bottom of his garment as he changed clothing in the holy place, they were relieved. 4SG 10; 
SR 156. This is like the time of Jacob’s trouble that the redeemed will experience after the close of probation, 
before Jesus comes again. As He seems to delay, we will wonder and search our hearts for any unknown 
and unconfessed sin which would keep us from being numbered among the saved. What joy and relief 
we will feel when we hear the sound of His trumpet and see Him coming in the clouds!) 

Now the priest, keeping his face and front toward the Shekinah Glory and his back to the 
curtain at all times, sidled along the curtain, stepped over the rod with which the ark was carried 
and stood between the two rods. Each of the rods extended under the curtain out into the holy 
place. He stepped toward the ark and set the censer on the mercy seat. (Some accounts say that it 
was at this point that he put the incense into the censer, and that he put the censer on the floor in 
front of the ark.) Backing up until he felt the curtain, he moved toward the south end of it. Stepping 
over the second rod, he continued to sidle with his back toward the curtain at all times until he 
reached the south end. Moving the curtain back, he stepped out backwards. 

Going into the courtyard, he washed his hands and feet at the laver. Picking up the basin of 
bullock’s blood he headed once more into the Most Holy Place. Once again he opened the northern 
end of the veil and sidled along until he stood before the ark. Dipping his finger in the blood he 
sprinkled it seven times upon and before the mercy seat. Thus he had entered the presence of God 
with incense and blood. (The high priest did this with the fear that he might not be accepted of God 
and be destroyed. However, knowing that he had already offered the morning sacrifices for himself 
and the people for forgiveness of sin, he entered by faith.) Jesus also entered the presence of His 
Father after the resurrection with both incense and blood. In John 17 Jesus brings His faithful followers 
to the Father in intercessory prayer. Shortly after, He sheds His blood as the atonement for sin. At 
the time of the resurrection He went to His Father to receive the endorsement (signed pledge) that 
He was accepted as man’s representative. So it was with intercessory prayers and blood that Jesus 
Christ became the Advocate for the family of God. Jn. 20:17; 1 Jn. 2:1 


Phase One—from birth to Gethsemane: He broke the power of sin by meeting all temptations 
and not allowing them to become a part of His life. Thus, He conquered sin for us. He did it the 
same way in which we can and must do it—being Spirit-filled and using the Word against Satan. 

_ Phase Two—from Gethsemane to the cross: Those temptations which He met and conquered 
are what man yields to. Yielding to them becomes sin. Those very sins were placed upon Him that 
He might bear them to the cross and annul (cross off or destroy) them. 

Phase Three—in the Most Holy Place in the sanctuary in heaven: Our confessed sins He 
carries and covers with His righteousness. He is eliminating and destroying sin in His faithful 
followers by His power given through the Holy Spirit. 


Isaiah speaks of Jesus’ childhood in chapter 7, verses 14 to 16. This refers to the manner in 
which He was to eat so as to develop his spiritual powers or strength to discern between good and 
evil. He ate according to the rules given in the Bible. These rules apply to eating all food that is good. 
Proverbs 24:13 tells us honey is good; Proverbs 25:16 tells us to eat only what is sufficient for our needs; 
Proverbs 25:27 tells us not to eat too much. The individual who follows the instructions and eats only 
“good” food and only “so much that is sufficient” will enjoy good health and have a clear mind. God 
wishes to have His people in good health and their souls free from condemnation or guilt. 3 Jn. 2. 

As for butter—the butter used by people in ancient times was different from butter as we know it. 
It was made from goat’s milk and was curded into “butter” or “cheese” (as cheese strained from the 
whey). (See Strong’s Concordance, #2529, 2461, 8194, Hebrew.) The milk the Hebrew people used was that 
from goats. Prov. 27:27. We do not know why God did not give them milk from cattle, but we do know 
He always gives the better items to His people. He still asks us to choose the very best items for ourselves. 


e eStudy very carefully all the counsel given us on the use of milk, etc. We are told the time will 
come when it will not be safe to use any animal products. CD 411. However, let us be wise unto 
prayer and prudent in understanding when talking about this delicate issue. We want to allure 
people to Jesus Christ—not to drive them away. We are to meet people where they are and draw 
them to the loving arms of a once dying but now risen Saviour. See Spirit of Prophecy Index to 
find all counsel on this and similar subjects. Also, RH 9/28/1911. 


O. During the seventh-year sabbaths, the people were not allowed to sow, prune, or gather 
anything into their storehouses. The owners of the land, servants, strangers, and even the 
beasts of the fields could take all they wanted for immediate use. They all had equal rights 
with the owner to enjoy the volunteer fruits of the fields during those years. Since the Jubilee 
followed the seventh-year sabbaths, it brought two sabbath years together. God in His 
graciousness made plenteous provision for His people. He placed His blessing upon the land 
during the forty-eighth year. In that year the earth produced enough to keep the people for 
three years. Isa. 37:30; Lev. 25:1-7, 11, 12; PP 532, 535. 

Although some types of work were performed during that time, all enjoyed much more 
leisure. Thus, much physical strength was restored for the next seven years. Also at that time, 
much more time was devoted to seeking the Lord. More time was given to reviewing God’s 
commands and promises. Deut. 31:10-13; Lev. 25:1-7. If God’s commands had been obeyed and 
the land had been allowed to rest every seventh year, the earth would have continued to produce 
plenty. Because they disregarded this command, the people had to go into captivity into Babylon 
for seventy years. It was the atonement (necessary price paid) for disobedience. In antitype, at 
the second coming of Christ, the land will lie empty and desolate 1,000 years. It will be keeping 
the Sabbaths to atone for the many Sabbaths that have been disregarded since man made the 
first day of the week “sacred.” Rev. 20:1-4; Zeph. 1:1-3; Jer. 4:23-27.

Jesus ascended to heaven forty days after His resurrection. He told the disciples to wait in Jerusalem until they received the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit. It came ten days later, exactly on the day the Feast of Harvest was to be celebrated—Pentecost. Acts 1 
and 2:1-4. During those ten days a special inauguration and anointing ceremony was going on in heaven for Christ. Dan. 9:24. At 
the end of those ten days, the heavenly sanctuary was anointed. This is when the disciples received the Holy Spirit. AA 38, 39.
